BODY BLOWN NEAR 500 FT.

Bluffton, Ind., June 11.—Two men were instantly killed and a 
third was perhaps fatally injured when a locomotive on an eastbound 
freight train on the Chicago & Erie railroad blew up at 4:45 o'clock 
this morning one mile west of Uniondale. The dead are: 
35, engineer, 
William Wagner, 
of Huntington. 


Rudy P. Harger, 35, head brake- 
man, Huntington. 


J. O. Wilson, fireman, Hunting- 
ton, was so badly scalded by es- 
caping steam that he may die. 


The train was running 
at a 
speed of thirty miles an hour when 
the explosion took place. 
There 
was no w^arning of the impending 
danger and those in the engine 
cab had no opportunity to escape. 
The locomotive was badly wreck- 
ed and eight cars were piled up. 
Other members of the train crew 
were in the caboose 
and 
while 
they were knocked down they 
were not hurt. 


Body Hurled 450 Feet. 


Both the bodies of Wagner and 
Harger were mangled. 
Wagner's 
body was hurled a distance of four 
hundred and fifty feet into a field. 
It was some little time after the 
explosion that it was found. Har- 
ger's body \vas found beneath the 
wreckage of the locomotive.

TWO DEAD AND ONE 
DYING FOLLOWING 
A TERRIFC BLAST 


(Continuea from :rage 1.) 


That Wilson, the 
fireman, 
escaped 
being killed outright is regarded as 
remarkable. 
He was blown out of the 
cab window, landing on his head on the 
track of the C., B. & C., v.'hich runs 
parallel of the Erie track at this point. 
He was rendered unconscious and was 
badly scalded by steam. There is prac- 
tically little hope for his recovery. 


Cause Is Unexplained. 


The cause for the explosion had not 
up to a late hour been explained. Offi- 
cials of the company have started an 
investigation. 
A thorough investiga- 
tion is also being made by the coroner 
in an effort to fix the blame. 
It was 
reported here this morning that the 
locomotive had seen many years of 
service and was one of the old types, 
it being used because of the great need 
of motive power to take care of the 
great amount of business beind handled 
at this time by the Erie. 
Officials, 
however, deny this most emphatically. 
They claim that the engine has been 
in service almost every day and was 
properly Inspected before leaving the 
shops. 
. As was customary Harger," the head 
brakeman, was riding in the cab and 
sitting with the fireman when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 
He was not blown 
from the cab as were the engineer and 
fireman. 


Explosion Heard for Milos. 


The noise made by the explosion was 
heard for miles around and it was not 
long until almost the entire population 
of Uniondale and surrounding terri- 
tory had turned out. Parts of the loco- 
motive were blown for hundreds of 
yards away. 
It is almost a 
total 
wreck, as are also the eight cars. 
The 
cars were filled with merchandise and 
much of thi.s was ruined. 
The loss to 
the raih-oad company will amount to 
several thousands of dollars. 


Fireman Talks. 


The explosion is said to have result- 
ed when the crown seat of the boiler 
gave way and emptied the water into 
the 
firebox. 
According 
to Fireman 
Wilson the engine Was working bad- 
ly west of Banner City. 
At that time, 
he says, he opened the door to the 
fire box and was almost overcome by 
smoke. 
This indicated that something 
was wrong. Wilson was given first aid 
by Dr. Harris, of Uniondale. 
He was 
later taken to Huntington. 


Conductor Burg, of Marion, O., who 
with Flagman Redding, of Hunting- 
ton, was in the caboose 
when 
the 
wreck occurred, has made a full state- 
ment to Coroner Herman Thoma. He 
said that the train left Huntington at 
4 o'clock this morning with thirty-four 
cars all heavily loaded. 
He said the 
ti-ain was going about thirty miles an 
hour and that so far as he knew there 
was no trouble. 
When the explosion 
occurred he went to the headend. The 
engine was No. 1742, 


Probable Cause. 


It was reported that the accident 
was probably due to .t^e poor condi- 
tion of the engine as the result of long 
and continuous usage. 
The coroner is 
said to have found that the flues of 
the boiler protruded through the end 
of the boiler and these had been weld- 
ed in repair at the end so much that 
they were in bad condition.

The sheriff apparently made no resiet- 
ance to having his prisoners taken 
from him when the Springfleld men 
promised him no harm would be done 
the suspects unless they confessed to 
complicity in the baby's death. 


Prisoner Is Cool. 


A rope was placed around Piei'sol'a 
neck and the end thrown over a limb. 
He was assured that he was about to 
die "whether guilty or not," but only 
replied that he hoped "you will tell 
my parents I had nothing to do with 
the abduction or death of the Keet 
baby." 


Piersol and Cletus Adams after their 
return to the sheriff's custody were 
spirited away to the northward, ap- 
parently in an effort to have them 
placed on a train that would take them 
to the state penitentiary at Jefferson 
City or the Kansas City Jail. 


There was also reports of additional 
arrests in the alleged abduction plots 
that had to do with, the kidnaping of 
C. A. Clement, a Springfleld Jeweler; a 
Springfleld baby and a St. Louis muni- 
tions maker, but they lacked confirma- 
tion. 


Inquest Is Postponed. 


The coroner's inquest into the baby's 
death, originally 
set 
for today, has 
been postponed until Wednesday. 


The funeral of the baby was set for 
this afternoon from the Keet family 
home and thousands of persons were 
expected to follo'yv the little body to 
the grave. 


The letters sent to Mr. Keet after the 
baby's kidnaping the night of May 30, 
were made available^today. While the 
contents of the first letter had become 
generally known Mr. Keet followed the 
abductors instructions had kept the 
last two letters secret. 


Letter Demunds Money. 


The first letter received after the 
baby was stolen and which sent the 
father on a drive over the Ozark hills 
with the $6,000 he was to pay over for 
the return of the infant, said: 
"We 
sure got your kid don't say anything 
to the police or put in the papers. 
There are three of us and we want 
12,000 apiece so it will cost you $6,000 
(six thousand) to get him. We got an- 
other picket out so if we can't get this 
from you we can tell them to see 
what we did to yours." 


Then followed instructions as to the 
placing of á light in a building in a

store 
that 
would notify the kidnappers their or- 
ders were being complied with. 


"We are going to feed and be good 
to him until then. 
But if we don't get 
this you will have a tough

Were Frightened Away. 


The second letter declared "when we 
seen what was up on the road we come 
in," adding that it was known the in- 
structions of the flrst letter had been 
revealed to outsiders. 
The third let- 
ter merely had to do with the route to 
be taken. 


Both roads laid out passed the old 
Crenshaw home, wh«ft-e the baby's body 
was found floating in a well. 
Officers 
believe that possibly the baby was kept 
In the house until its abductors be- 
came frightened. 
All the letters were 
written, it was declared. In a

hand, apparently feminine, with at- 
tempts to disguise by mispelling and 
lack of punctuation.

The official announcement of raids 
north of Ypres Is of especial Interest 
In view of the recent frequently re- 
ported heavy artillery fire on the Bel- 
gian front. 
Some weeks ago the Ger- 
mans made a voluntary 
retirement 
from In front of the Belgian lines, a 
fact little noted at the time in the 
presence 
of 
greater events. 
From 
Ypres the allied front curves sharply 
on the sea and an advance here would 
threaten the German hold on their 
great submarine bases on the Belgian 
coast, Ostend and Zeebrugge. 


In the meantime there are indica- 
tions that General Sarrall is preparing 
to resume the''offiensive in Macedonia, 
the Bulgarian .official announcement 
reporting a great increase in the vio- 
lence of the allied artillery fire on this 
front. 
Considerable fighting has been 
going on in Macedonia for a month or 
more but the meagerness of the official 
reports and the surpassing interest of 
events in France have conibined to ob- 
scure the exact situation. 


Another gleam of light has pierced 
the dark clouds hanging over Russia. 
The Cossacks have again voiced their 
determination to support the provi- 
sional government and there are indi- 
cations that they will receive strong 
backing 
from 
the 
peasants. 
This 
cheering news comes on the h€i«ls of 
the publication of President Wilson's 
message to Russia, which is hailed by 
the British press as not only a great 
state document, but a powerful i-ein- 
forcement to the men who are striving 
for law and order in the infant repub- 
lic.

Lynch law and mob justice, as these com- 
monly appear, are stripped of the commonest 
of defenses in this land where the machinery 
of the courts moves with some precision even 
if not always with fair diligence. 
And there 
is no reason to question that the extreme rig- 
ors of the law would be the portion of those 
who might be proved guilty by the regular 
processes of having committed this unspeak- 
able crime. 
Yet it is easy to understand and 
appreciate the state of mind into which the 
people of the neighborhood have been stirred 
by the double foulness of this atrocity. 


Child-stealing, of all crimes, is in some of 
its aspects the Avorst. 
In some states it has 
been made a capital felony and there is no 
reason why it should not be in all the com- 
monwealths and the rigors of the law en- 
forced. 
Since murder has been made 
the 
sequel of abduction in the Springfield case, 
there is no occasion for misgiving as to hoAV 
the crime must be requited if the law can fix 
guilt, and with this reflection the justly heat- 
ed people might cool themselves. 
But it is 
hard to beg a community of fathers and moth- 
ers to restrain themselves and be patient with 
the laAv while Avretches red Avith the blood of 
an innocent babe and a mother's torn heart 
are still unAvhpit of justice. 


The people of the community have evident- 
ly resolved at least to be sure, for they had 
suspects in their hands and about the neck of 
one of them the halter. 
Failing to force con- 
fession the mob desisted. That is unusual and 
may be said to the credit of the Missouri men. 
Since first essays of the mob have failed it is 
probable that in any subsequent developments 
the laAv Avill be given a chance.

Washington, June 
11.—Confronted 
by starvation the world has awakened 
to the fact that nearly half its best 
lands are standing idle. 
Probably the 
greatest economic movement started 
in this war is getting these lands back 
into use. 


The deer park in England is 
the 
only reason the U-boat is threatening 
the island empire with starvation. 
If 
the deer park be plowed up as is now 
being done under orders by the British 
war council the Briti.sh isles can feed 
"Next year," says Lloyd 
George, "they will be feeding them- 
selves." 


In Sicily are 325,000 acres suitable 
for grain while at present only 65,000 
acres are sown. This appears in a cur- 
rent report from Vice Consul W. D. 
Brown, Palermo, dated Ai)ril 30, quot- 
ing the Italian minister of agriculture. 


In Italy the government, he says. Is 
offering bonuses 
and 
premiums 
of 
large amounts to encourage purchase 
of tractors to plow up idle land. 
Thi.s 
land is idle, says Consul Brown, be- 
cau.se "most of the land suitable for 
grain in Sicily is held by the 
large 
landed proprietors in estates of 5.000 
acres or more. 


"Having found it difficult in the 
past to obtain labor to profitably culti- 
vate these estates, the owners have 
allowed them to become pasture lands. 
Those sown to grain 
have been 
so 
poorly farmed they yield scarcely seven 
bushels to the acre." 


Thomas Carlyle in his introductory 
chapters on the 
French 
revolution 
says game forests primarily were re- 
sponsible 
for 
the 
revolution. 
Vast 
tracts of land capable of tillage were 
held out of use by owners of estates 
and were permitted to grow up to for- 
ests in order that they might be hunt- 
ing grounds for the privileged few, be- 
longing to the land-owning class. 


As these vast holdings grew greater 
bread became dearer, and no amount 
of effort at government regulation of 
price could keep the price of bread 
within the reach of the very poor. The 
people's cry for bread was the over- 
ture to the bastile and the guillotine, 
the birth-pangs 
of 
a 
new liberty 
which did away with the great unused 
land holdings. 


The food shortage of the world and 
the problem presented to the United 
States to supply food for the world 
has awakened this country to the fact 
there is sometihng Avrong with a sys- 
tem of unlimited private ownership 
which results in nearly half the njost 
fertile acres of America lying untillod. 


Why not take over all unsued land 
and cultivate it for the benefit of the 
state? 
This question haß come seri- 
ously to the minds of members of con- 
gress struggling with the double prob- 
lem of how to raise food and how to 
raise revenue. 


Tolstoy expressed the belief no rev- 
olution could succeed which did not 
revolutionize ownership of land and 
eliminate the right of an individual to 
hold land out of use for speculative 
profit. On July 20, 1908, Tolstoy gave 
an interview which was printed in thei 
New York Times in which he expressed 
this conviction: 
"The burning ques- 
tion now," said he, "Is the ownership 
of land. 
Peasants never have recog- 
nized the private OAvnershlp of land. 
They say the land 
belongs to God.

that comes from the national capitol 
these days. But I hardly know where 
to begin." 


"How about the conscription law?" 
asked Joe. 


"A good example," said Uncle Harr ' 
"To begin with, the bill was prepared 
and written by officials and army offi- 
cers in the war department and sen- 
ators and representatives who are 
known as 'administrative 
congress- 
men'—that is, they are strong sup- 
porters of President Wilson. Then one 
of the senators introduced the bill into 
the senate and one of the representa- 
tives introduced it into the house." 


"Then the congressmen discussed it 
and debated about it, didn't they?" 
said Jimmy. 


"No, the debating came later," ex- 
plained Uncle Harry. 
"First the bill 
was referred to the committee on mil- 
itary affairs. All bills, you know, are 
referred to committees, each commit- 
tee being authorized by the rules of 
congress to study and consider cer- 
tain subjects. 
This is done because 
it is easier for a few men to get to- 
gether and discuss a bill and make 
the necessary changes, than it is for 
a hundred or more, as in the senate, 
or for several hundred as it is in the 
house." 


"But, Uncle Harry, all the congress- 
men have to discuss a bill and vote on 
it before it becomes a law, don't they?" 
asked Helen. 


"Of 
course," 
said 
Uncle 
Harry. 
But the first work of studying the 
bill and making sure that it is ac- 
cording to the rules of the constitu- 
tion, and that it will do what it is 
supposed to do—in other words, to 
make sure that no mistakes have been 
made in writing the bill, is always 
done by the committees composed of 
congressmen best fitted by experience 
and knowledge to understand the sub- 
ject dealt with in the proposed law. 
After a committee has made what- 
ever changes it thinks are necessary, 
the bill is referred back to the main 
bodies—that is, the house and the sen- 
ate." 


"But the house and senate disagreed 


members of both bodies. This confer- 
ence committee met and discussed the 
bill and the different 
amendments 
passed by the house and senate, and 
finally agreed on the ages of 21 and 30 
—which was partly what the house 
wanted and partly what the senate 
wanted." 


"You mean the conference commit- 
tee acted as an umpire," said Joe. 


"That's the Idea," said Uncle Harry. 
"And finally the bill, as agreed upon 
by the conference committee, was re- 
ferred back to the senate and house 
once more, and after some debating, 
was passed by both bodies. That's the 
way all bills are passed, only of course, 
it.isn't always necessary to refer bills 
to conference 
committees. 
It was 
though, on the espionage bill on ac- 
count of the censorship question, and 
it will be on 
other 
important bills 
passed during the war, as it is particu- 
larly importaht that every question be 
discussed thoroughly and every differ- 
ence of opinion between the house 
and senate, and the president and the 
members of congress, settled clearly 
and decidedly befoi-e a bill becomes a 
law." 


"And after the senate and house 
have agreed on a bill and a majority 
of the members of each branch of 
congress have voted for it, the bill be- 
comes a law," said Helen. 


"Not quite," said Uncle Harry. "It 
must be signed by the president. Or 
if the president fails to sign it and 
does not return the bill to congress 
within ten days it becomes a law, and 
if the president vetoes—that is, re- 
fuses to sign it—and returns the bill 
to congress with a written statement 
of his objection to it, and then two- 
Ihirds of the members of each branch 
of congress vote for it, the bill becomes 
a law in spite of the president's veto,"

Wrinkled, his face tanned the color 
of leather, his hair iron gray, his 
MMMi |i|«Mt««r wllb Ui* nvm of damUiat- 


ing energy, Louis Schloss talks like 
a professor and looks like a bum. 


No more remarkable 
white man 
than Shcloss ever went south of the 
border. 


The man possesses a fund of knowl- 
edge that is 
all but uncanny. 
He 
quotes the master poets, 
discusses 
logarithms or George Bernard Sh^w, 
or tells you the latest slang all with 
equal facility. 
He speaks three lan- 
guages fluently and understands two 
others well enough to get by. 


A waif of circumstance, the entire 
world has been his home since the 
dawn of manhood. 
From nation to 
nation he traveled, France, England, 
Spain—always drawn by an irresist- 
ible wanderlust, seeking something he 
never could find, a thing intangible 
that even today he cannot define. 


"My mother," he said, "was a Hun- 
garian, which is the country where I 
was born. 
The spirit 
of adventure 
came early into my life and it has been 
a constant companion ever since. My 
father was shot when I was a baby. 


"I was taken by my mother, then, 
to 
Buenos 
Aires, 
South 
America, 
where a wealthy Spaniard fell in love 
with her, and adopted me. I was sent 
to the English college there, and re- 
ceived an excellent education. 
This 
is why I speak the 
language well 
enough to act as Interpreter." 


During the Spanish-American war, 
Schloss served in the American army. 
When 
the 
Philippine 
insurrection 
broke out he did remarkable work as 
an engineer. 
His maps of that coun- 
try were among the first to go on file 
in the United States war department. 


After his desertion he fled" to Mexico 
and served in the revolution 
there. 
Twice he was captured and sentenced 
to death. 
The last time his life was 
spared by Colonel Esteban Cantu, gov- 
ernor of Lower California,, and to him 
he feels the greatest debt of gratitude. 


Standing 
at attention before 
an 
American officer once more, Schloss 
poured out the strange story of his 
reason for "coming aci'oss," as they 
say on the border. 


"I was too close to home," he said. 
"Every morning the American bugles 
called me, and the old flag beckoned 
from the staff In front of Uncle Sam's 
camp. My duties as interpreter threw 
me constantly in contact with my own 
people. I couldn't stand it any longer 
—so I came back home." 


Upon 
wiring Washington, 
army 
officials learned that Schloss' deser- 
tion had been outlawed and he was 
therefore released. 
Immediately he 
went to San Diego to enlist once more 
under the Stars and Stripes. 
He left 
a Mexican wife and his household fur- 
niture "on the other side." 


"I'm Just turning over anothei- page 
in my life," he said. 
"It's always been 
a series of adventures, and so It will 
go, I KMess, until I'm through. I'm-

Much Water Demanded 
By Human Body for Use

Sometimes when consulting the food 
cyclopedia it seems that there is more 
water than any other ingredient in al- 
most every thing we eat. 
This is as 
It should be, however, for the human 
body itself consists of 87 per 
cent, 
water, which Is constantly evaporating 
and passing away, and must be sup- 
plied again In just as constant process. 


Authorities say that three and one- 
half pints of water a day are neces- 
sary to the average person, and those 
who are active workers or are large 
and healthy of body need more—four 
or five pints daily. 
Water ffe found in 
generous quantities in all food, but a 
great proportion of the amount re- 
quired to flush the system must be 
taken pure or in other beverages. 


One of the most widely used bever- 
ages on the American table is coffee. 
It should not be Injurious, would not 
be to very many people, if it were 
made carefully and scientifically. 
It 
is strange that although good coffee 
is not difficult to make, a 
first-class 
cup of coffee is exceedingly rare. 


Be sure that the water for coffee 
is fresh and clear. 
Long boiling of 
the water expels the air and gases and 
makes it flat and insipid. 
If coffee is 
ground too coarse, more is used than 
necessary because in coarse coffee the 
flavor is not so readily extracted. Have 
your coffee ground like coarse corn- 
meal. 


The main idea in making good cof- 
fee is to extract and retain the caffeine 
and aromatic essential oils without ex- 
tracting the tannin. 
The way to ac- 
complish this is by boiling just the 
right length of time. 
Three minutes 
is better than five minutes. 


After the coffee has been served as 
a beverage the clear, brown 
liquid 
should be poured ofC the grounds im- 
mediately unless it has been made in 
a .percolator. 
Every drop of leftover 
coffee may be used for delectable and 
nutritious dishes. 


Coffee jelly is a good dessert. Gela- 
tin is prepared from the skin 
and 
bones of animals and as now made un- 
der the pure food law Is a wholesome 
and valuable food. 


Gelatin itself is very nutritious and 
when used with coffee (which is a 
light stimulant), sugar 
and 
a little 
cream, it makes a nourishing and tasty 
dish. 


Remember that gelatin should not 
be cooked. 
Put one cup of gelatin on 
the back of the stove with one cup of 
warm water, Let it heat and dissolve, 
never boil. 
Add your hot coffee with 
sugar and cream to taste—about a 
pint to this quantity of gelatine. 
Set 
on ice to cool. 


If you wish to clear 
coffee jelly 


leave out the cream when making and 
add it to the dish as whipped cream 
when served. 
This Is a real company 
dessert, very cheap and wholesome. 
It takes very little sugar and coffee, 
two foods we must send to the allies. 


Coffee Ice cream is another means of 
using leftover coffee. It should be well 
sweetened, with the addition of twice 
as much cream. 
Freeze the sweetened 
coffee with the milk, whip the cream 
and add it when the freezing mixture 
is just beginning to set.

PEANUTS CAN BE USED IN 


MANY DIFFERENT WAYS 


One of the most nutrintious and at 
the same time 
most 
seasonable of 
foods is the humble peanut. 
A variety 
of goodies may be made with this food 
product. 


Peanut Cream Cheese. 


Remove the seed and mince one 
ounce of olives very fine, run through 
a meat mincer, add one ounce of pea- 
nuts freshly roasted and treated in thè 
same way. 
To every pound of cheese 
add this olive and nut mixture. 
This 
is very dainty and appetizing. 


Peanut Puffs. 


One cupful cream, three sups sugar, 
one-half cupful 
of 
honey, one egg 
(white), one cupful ground peanuts. 
Boil the cream and sugar 
(without 
stirring) until the threading stage is 
reached; add the honey; when syrup 
will make a soft ball when dropped 
into cold water remove from the fire 
and beat into it the well 
whipped 
white of an egg; add the nut meats; 
when firm and creamy whip into balls. 


Peanut Brownies. 


One cupful sugar, one-half cupful 
floui", one-half cupful melted butter, 
one-half cupful coarsely ground pea- 
nuts, two eggs, two squares chocolate. 
Mix and bake in shallow pan in a quick 
oven; garnish the top with nuts; cut 
in squares. 


Peanut Coffee. 


One-half cupful peanuts, 
one-half 
cupful wheat or rye. one-half cupful 
cow peas. 
Roast all to a rich coffee 
brown; grind and boil. 


Apply it sparingly and brush well. Af- 
ter brushing take a piece of velveteen 
or old cotton cloth and rub the bag 
thoroughly until every bit of 
loose 
polish has been removed. 
I have not 
had occasion to do this myself, but I 
have been assured by several friends 
that black leather handbags can be 
kept in excellent condition by the oc- 
casional use of a little shoe polish, and 
if the rubbing is done thoroughly there 
is practically no danger of the color 
rubbing off.

WAR MING GERMANY 
A BAM NAUON 


Famous Expert Says Longer 
Fight Means Nation- 
al Suicide. 


(By J. W. T. MASON.) 


New York, June 11.—If the great 
war lasts two and 
one-half 
years 
longer, babies will disappear almost 
completely, In Germany, unless the 
government devises measures to check 
the proportionate fall in birth rates 
during the first two years of war. 


Germany 
is facing the 
greatest 
catastrophe 
that ever threatened 
a 
modern nation. 
An alarming decline 
of childhood is hovering over the land 
at home, while the obliteration 
of 
Germany's youth and manhood is oc- 
curring on the battlefields. 


Decay of the German race, because 
of 
insufficient 
replenishment 
from 
sources inside the country, is not a 
fantastic dream of Germany's enemies, 
but is a disquieting possibility of the 
future, which German scientists have 
been ordered by the government to in- 
vestigate. 


During 19io, German births fell by 
20 per rent belov>r the record for 1914. j 
the year the war began, and accord- ' 
ing to figures which have just sue- . 
ceeded in passing the German censor, 
the decline in 1916 was about 40 per 
cent under the 1914 figures. The same 
steady fall in births, at the rate of 
20 per cent additional yearly, wou'd 
make the de-^line 100 per cent at the 
end of 1919, with the practical disap- 
pearance of babies fi'om Germany.

It is possible the birth rate has not 
fallen so extensively in the agrirul- 
tui-al districts; but i^not. this is due 
to a large excess of illegitimate births. 
Russian pri.soners of war are being ex- 
tensively used to supply the war's de- 
ficit of agricultural laborers in Ger- 
many, and these 
are understood to 
have usurped the places of husbands 
of German peasant women, who in 
many cases actually assisted in the 
capture of the Russians. 


The German governing class realizes 
there .is no future for Germany if it 
has to depend for it.s coming man 
power upon such 
unions as these. 
Ways must be. devised to keep the 
cities well supplied with lusty young- 
sters if Germany is to play even a 
secondary part in the world. 


Germany has lost 1,200,000 in dead 
since , the beginning of the war. and 
500,000 in men so badly injured as to 
be useless for serious work when war

About 800,000 German youths 
reach military age yearly. 


Decline by 20 per cent of German 
births in 1915, means that 20 years 
thereafter, there will be only 640,000 
Germans of military age; and decline 
of 40 per cent of births in 1916, means 
that in 1936 no more than 
480,000 
Germans will be ready for the army. 


To the 1,700,000 Germans killed or 
permanently injured since beginning 
of war, must be added 480,000 poten- 
tial soldiers, who disappeared 
from 
the future army rolls in 1915 and 
1916 through not having been born. 
Militarism cannot exist without man- 
power; and there can be no adequate 
manpower for Germany with births 
declining in anything like the present 
proportion. 


The birth decline, in fact, is the 
third great 
movement working 
to 
overthrow 
the 
Prussian 
militarist 
rulers—the two others being growth 
of democracy within 
Germany and 
pressure of the allied armies outside. 


German sociologists 
and 
govern- 
mental professors are holding confer- 
ences throughout the empire, trying 
to devise ways of restoring a normal 
number of births—but, to the present, 
without success. 


The government is ready to offer 
financial 
rewards to parents of large 
families, but German 
scientists 
are 
not convinced this is the way to meet 
the problem. 


To encourage large families among 
the few who are willing to undertake 
the necessary sacrifice and responsi- 
bility is far less important than 
to 
persuade the great middle cla-ss fami- 
lies of Germany to do their share to- 
ward keeping Germany populated by 
contributing two or 
three 
children 
each. 


The Germans are not willing to do 
this ynder present conditions of living. 
Since the Franco-Prussian war, there 
has been a fall, decade by decade, in 
the German birth rate. 
The increase 
in German population has been due, 
during that period, to reduction in the 
death rate, which the government has 
accomplished by 
hygienic improve- 
ments and better 
living conditions. 
But the present fall in the birth rate 
is accompanied 
by the greatest 
in- 
crease in the death rate, due to the 
wai-, that the world has ever known. 


When the soldiers return home from 
the trenches, there will be an 
im- 
provement in the birth rate; but the 
call now is for ever more men for the 
front. 
Every German 
who is now 
killed means his elimination from the 
total of future German fathers—and 
fathers are Germany's most pressing 
demand of the future. 


The only real solution for Germany 
is to end the war so the fathers of the 
future can return home. 


If the war goes much longer, piling 
up ever increasing future poverty for 
Germans, there can be no satisfac- 
tory solution even after peace is de- 
clared. 
For. not only will an increas- 
ing number of potential fathers have 
been killed, but tho.se 
who survive 
will be reluctant to assume parental 
cares with taxes so*high and living 
conditions so unsatisfactory. 


If the birth rate 
scientists report 
truthfully to the kaiser, they will say 
quick peacc gives Germany her only 
chance of meeting this new enemy at 
home.

MEN FIT FOR M UL 


Chinaman Brave and Would 
Make a Good Fighter if 
Properly Drilled. 


Pekin, China, June 11.—China's sup- 
ply of human material is one of the 
amazing possibilties of th© war. 


Her man power, for the most part 
untrained, is practically inexhaustible. 


China has today 63,000.000 men of 
fighting age, of whom at least 40,000,- 


000 are physically 
fit 
for service— 
more than all .the other nations now 
engaged in combat. 


Once China decides to cast her lot 
with the foes of Germany, the allies, 
if they so desired, could draw hordes 
of men from this tremendous reservoir 
and train them for battle. 


Competent officers would be needed 
to drill these millions as they know 
nothing of modern warfare. They are 
naturally brave, however, and after 
proper training would, military ob- 
servers agree, do their part heroically 
on the firing line. 


The Chinaman makes in many ways 
an ideal soldier. 
He is strong physi- 
cally and can endure many hardships 
without complaint. 
Disease has little 
terror for him. 
He can get along on 
simple food and little of it. 
He is 
obedient and amenable to discipline. 
He has proved his heroism and cour- 


age in many tests when the odds were 
against him. 


Besides this untrained raw material 
China has an army of 400,000 men 
and 
300,OOO 
reserves, 
which 
with 
necessary equipment could be used in 
modern warfare. 


China's entrance into the war with 
the allies would probably win her an 
important advantage in the cancella- 
tion of the Boxer indemnities, which 
she has 
been paying 
to European 
powers since the Boxer rebellion. 


The indemnities total 
$30,000.000 
annually and run for forty years, mak- 
ing the final sum over a billion dol- 
lars. 
If China could relieve herself 
of this burden It would be an immense 
help 
in her 
problem of 
national 
finances. 


The United States, one of the na- 
tions granted indemnity, waived the 


t 


claim and by so doing won the lasting 
friendship of the Chinese.

WILSON TO 


President States America's 
Purpose in the Great 
War. 


NO INDEMNITIES; 


NO ANNEXATIONS 


United States Has Only as 
Its Objects the Free- 
dom of World.

11.—President 
Wilson, in a communication to the 
hew government of Russia, has made 
plain the war 
aims 
of 
the 
United 
States and its position on "no annexa- 
tions; no indemnities." 


"No territory must change hands 
except for the 
purpose 
of securing 
those who inhabit it a fair chance of 
life and liberty," says the communica- 
tion. 


"No indemnities must be insisted on 
except those that constitute payments 
for manifest wrong-doing. 


"No readjustments of power must 
be made, except such as will tend to 
secure the future peace of the w^orld 
and the future welfare and happiness 
of its people." 


In unmistakable 
terms. 
President 
Wilson 
declares 
against 
Germany's 
proposal to restore the "status quo" 
before the war. 


"tl was the status quo ante out of 
which this iniquitous war issued forth." 
he says, "the power of the imperial 
German government within the empire 
and its widespread domination and in- 
fluence outside of that empire. 


"That status must be altered in such 
fashion as to prevent any such hideous 
thing from ever happening again." 


Text of the Message. 


The president's communication was 
delivered to the Russian government 
by Ambassador Francis at Petrograd. 
In full it is as follows: 


"In view of the approaching visit of 
the American delegation to Russia to 
express the deep friendship of 
the 
American people for the 
people 
of 
Russia, and to discuss the best and 
most practical means of co-operation 
between the two peoples to a success- 
ful consummation, it seems opportune 
and appropriate 
that I should 
state 
again, in the light of the new partner- 
ship, the objects the United States has 
had in mind in entering the war. Those 
objects have been 
much 
beclouded 
during the past few weeks by mistaken 
and misleading statements, and 
the 
issues at stake are too momentous too 
tremendous, 
too significant for 
the 
whole human race to permit any mis- 
interpretations or 
misunderstandings, 
however slight, to remain uncorrected 
for a moment. 


"The war has begun to go against 
Germany, and in their desperate desire 
to escape the inevitable ultimate defeat 
those who are in authority in Ger- 
many are urging every possible instru- 
mentality. are making use even of the 
influence of groups and parties among 
their own subjects to whom they have 
never been just or fair or even toler- 
ant, to promote a propaganda on both 
sides of the sea which will preserve 
for them their influence at home and 
their power abroad, to the undoing of 
the very men they are using. 
The Position of America. 


"The position of America in this war 
is so clearly avowed that no man can 
be excused for mistaking it. She seeks 
no" material profit or aggrandizement 
of any kind. 
She is fighting for no 
advantage or selfish object of her own, 
but for the liberation of peoples every- 
where from the aggressions of auto- 
cratic force. 
The ruling 
classes 
in 
Germany have begun of late to pro- 
fess a like liberality and justice of pur- 
pose. but only to preserve the power 
they have set in Germany and the sel- 
fish 
advantages 
which 
they 
have 
grongly gained for 
themselves 
and 
their private projects of power all the 
way from Berlin to Bagdad and be- 
yond. 
Government after government 
has 
by its 
influence, without open 
conquest by its territory, been linked 
together in a net of intrigue directed 
against nothing less than the peace 
and liberty of the world. 
The meshes 
of that intrigue must be broken, but 
cannot be broken unless wrongs al- 
ready done are undone; and adequate 
measures must be taken to prevent it 
from 
ever again 
being rewoven or 


repaired. 


Must Never Be Possible Again. 
"Of course, the imperial government 
of Germany and those whom it is using 
' for their own undoing are seeking to 
obtain pledges that the war will end 
In the restoration of the status quo 
ante. 
It wm the status quo ante out 
of which this iniquitous war 
issued 
forth, the power of the imperial Ger- 
man government within the empire 
and its widespread domination and in- 
fluence 
outside of that empire. 
That 
status must be altered in such fashion 
as to prevent any such hideous thing 
from ever happening again. 


"We are fightng for the liberty, the 
self-government, and the 
undictated 
development of all peoples, and every 
feature of the settlement that con- 
cludes this war must be conceived and 
executed for that purpose. 
Wrongs 
must first be righted and then adequate 
safeguards must be created to prevent 
their 
being 
committed 
again. 
We 
ought not consider remedies merely be- 
cause they have a pleasing and sonor- 
ous sound. 
Practical questipns can be 
settled 
only 
by 
practical 
means. 
Phrases will not accomplish the result. 
Effective readjustments will; and what 
ever readjustments are necessary must 
be made.

WANTS TO SEE HIM 


BEFORE SHE DIES 


He Became Friend of Fa- 
mous Ruler Through 
Her Secretary. 


Dr. J. Chris 
O'Day, 
former 
well 
known physician of Fort Wayne, has 
been called to Honolulu by Queen Lil- 
iuokalani. former ruler of the song- 
historic Hawaiian Islands. 
She is very 
feeble and among her last important 
wishes is that Dr. O'Day come to Hon- 
olulu, where once he served as her 
physician. 
He now lives at Portland, 
Ore. 


Fort Wayne friends have just 
re- 
ceived word from Dr. O'Day and his 
family that they are leaving at once 
for Honolulu that they may again look 
in life on Lilluokalani, now nearing 
the day of her ' Aloha Oe." 


Some years ago Dr. O'Day was a 
partner of Dr. Miles F. Porter, sr.. of 
this city. 
During a recent visit to In- 
diana the O'Days were guests of the 
Porters. 


In the '90's Blackford county awak- 
ened to an oil boom and Dr. O'Day, in 
partnership with his brother and Rob- 
ert Hartley, struck 
it rich 
in 
both 
leases and 
production. 
The 
wealth 
thus acquired enabled the young physi- 
cian to continue his studies and he was 
fortunate enough to have opportunity 
for study under Dr. John E. Murphy, 
the noted Chicago surgeon. 


Dr. O'Day's next move was into Eu- 
rope, where he worked in some of the 
best hospitals and universities. 
All 
this prepared him for a busy profes- 
sional life, and he returned to Amer- 
ica to become a teacher of surgical 
pathology in West Penn Medical col- 
lege in Pittsburg. 


Goes to Hawaii. 


Dr. O'Day's next move was into the 
northwest, and it was in 1908 that the 
Hawaiian fever struck him and 
his 
family. 
The Hoosier physician, with 
his wife and three daughters, sailed 
away to Honolulu for a supposedly 
brief visit. 
They lingered there for 
three years. 


While 
Queen Lilluokalani 
was in 
Washington on one of her periodical 
visits to seek restoration of her so- 
called "crown lands" of Hawaii, her 
secretary, Joseph Ale. who had 
re- 
maineed at home to look after her af- 
fairs, became seriously ill. 
Dr. O'Day 
was in Honolulu and was called by a 
friend to attend Mr. Aie. 
The former 
queen's secretary was near to death 
and she was summoned to hurry home 
in order that the mattei-s in his keep- 
ing might be adjusted before his death. 
Instead of dying, however, Mr. Aie was 
nurseed back to health by Dr. O'Day, 
and when the former queen stepped 
from the homebound ship among the 
first to greet her was her secretary. 
Queen 
Lilluokalani 
expressed 
deep 
gratitude to Dr. O'Day and when, a few 
weeks latei', she suffered indisposition 
herself, the 
Hoosier 
physician 
was 
summoned to her bedside. 
She recov- 
ered her health and asked that 
Dr. 
O'Day remain in Hawaii that he might 
attend her when the need came. 


Dr. O'Day could not stay; however. 
He has the Hawaiian spell so strongly 
imbedded in his heart that he makes 
frequent returns to the land that "The 
Bird of Paradise," the ukulele and the 
hulahula girls have made famous.

Covenant of Free Peoples. 


"And then the free peoples of the 
world must draw

The brotherhood of 
mankind must no longer be a fair but 
empty phrase; it must be given a struc- 
tui-e of force and reality. 
The nations 
must realize their common life and ef- 
fect a workable partnership to secure 
that life against the aggressions of au- 
tocratic and self-pleasing power. 


"For these thing^ we can afford to 
pour out blood and treasure. For these 
are the things we have always 
pro- 
fessed to desire, and unless we pour 
out blood and treasure now and suc- 
ceed we may never be able to secure 
it or show conquering force again in 
the great cause of human liberty. The 
day has come to conquer or submit. 
If 
the forces of autocracy can divide us, 
they will overcome us; If we stand to- 
gether, victory Is certain and the lib- 
erty which victory will secure. 
We 
can afford then to be generous, but 
we cannot afford then or now to be 
weak, or omit any single guarantee of 
Justice and security."

PLAN ANNOUNCED FOR GETTING ALL "ALIEN 


ENEMY" APPLICATIONS SIGNED UP THIS WEEK 


There are still a number of peo- 
ple who should have permits but 
who have not made application. 
To accommodate them, an exten- 
sion of time has been arranged 
for. The time has been extended 
to Saturday, June 16, 12 m. 


Attorney General Gregory, at- 
torney 
general 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
has 
issued 
instructions 
that any alien enemy foimd In a 
forbidden area after June 10, 1917, 
without a permit or in violation of 
the terms of his permit, is liable 
to summary arrest iuid detention. 


The law is set forth in Regula- 
tion No, 4 of the president procla- 
mation dated April 6, 1917, which 
declares thftt: 


"An alien enemy shall not ap- 
proach or be found within one- 
half mile of any federal or state 
fort, camp, arsenal, aircraft sta- 
tion, government or naval vessel, 
navy yard, factory, or workshop 
for the manufacture of munitions 
of war or any of the products for; 
the use of the army or navy." 


A« alien enemy is any male Ger- 
man over 14 years of age who has 
not taken out and had granted to 
htm his second papers of citizen- 
ship; also any male of said ago 
who has declared his intention to 
accept 
allegiance 
to 
Germany. 
Subjects of Austi-ia, Turkey and 
other coimtrics are not considered 
as alien enemies, since war has 
been declared only on Germany. 
In case of doubt, confer with the 
special deputy marshal or one of 
his assistants. 


The prohibited zones In Forf 
Wayne and Allen county are zones 
"A" and "B" as shown on the map 
published in all the Fort Waj-ne 
daily papers of June 8,1917. 
Zone 
"A" is the large 
extending 


east and west across the city. Zone 
"B" Is that zone whdli extends 
over Liakeside proper 
and 
the 
Wayne Oil Tank district. 
Boun- 
dary lines do not include 
the 
streets upon which they are drawn. 
The street upon which a boundary 
line runs shall be considered as 
being outside of the zone. 
This 


map is official. 
Every "non-citi- 
cltizen German" should procure a 
copy of this map and preserve it 
for reference. 
It should be pre- 
served until Regulation No. 4, t ^ 
law, is no longer in force and ef- 
fect. 


No blanket permits may be is- 
sued. Only In cases of most abso- 
lute necessity is the marshal priv- 
ileged to issue single permits for 
more than one zone. 


Permits will not be 
required 
from alien enemies who, without 
alighting, pass through forbidden 
acreas as passengers in, or em- 
ployes of common carriers. 
A 
steam car or electric car, street or 
, interurban. Is a common can-icr, 
• The following are exempt from 
the provisions of Regulation No. 4: 


Ministers of the gospel. 
City flrcmen. 
Church goers in the actual go- 
ing to and from their regular 
church services. 


To gain advantage of this ex- 
emption 
alien 
enemies 
falling 
-within one of the exempt classes 
must get certificates of exemption 
from tlie special deputy marshal. . 


Authority to include going to 
and from cemeteries in 
above 
exceptions has been asked for. 
See later instructions. 


There arc no charges connected 
with the issuing of permits, except 
that applicant must Iiave throe 
photographs of himself. 


Any one of the assistant special 
deputy 
United 
States 
marshals 
will be glad to answer questions 
and extend courtesy and assistance 
to you, as will also any member of 
the special deputy's committees. 
(These are listed below.) 


Orders .recijived .from T. W. 
Gregory, attorney general of the 
United States, are that a failure of 
an applicant to report to the mar- 
shal or deputy any charge of ad- 
dress or to give up a permit when 
called on to do so renders him lia- 
ble to summary arrest and deten- 
tion. All enemy aliens must bring 
into this office any and all flre- 
arms, dangerous weapons or dan- 
gerous instrumentilitles. 


The office of the special deputy 
United States marshal is located 
in thé federal court rooms on the 
second floor of the Fort Wayne 
postoffice building. 
The office 
will be open the coming week at 
the following hours: 9 a. m. to 12 
a. m.; 1:30 p. m. to 5 p. m., and on 
Tuesday, 
Friday 
and 
Saturday 
nights from 8 to 9 p. m. 


The procedure required In ob- 
taining a permit is not only a pro- 
tection to the government of the 
United States and the national in- 
terests, but it is designed as well 
to protect and safeguard the alien 
who is loyal to the United States. 
Other countries would deport or 
intern enemy aliens. 
This coun- 
try ill true conformance to the 
spirit of democracy of this nation, 
and knowing full well that there 
are but few of the so-called aliens 
but what arc loyal to the United 
States, has made this wise provi- 
sion by wliich you can get permis- 
sion to go about your usual em- 
ployment and maintain your pres- 
ent homes. 
This law makes no 
imputation of enmity or suspicion. 
It merely safeguards all, Including 
you. 


You owe it to yourselves to take 
care of this matter today. This is 
your opportunity and your last 
opportunity to provide against a 
restriction which will be hard, 
may be embarrassing and which 
undoubtedly would conflict witli 
yom> usual affairs and put you un- 
der much stress. 


This law secures to you the un- 
molested enjoj-ment of your cus- 
tomary freedom of activity as you 
had it before the war. Such resi- 
dents of Fort Wayne and 
Allen 
county as are affected by this law 
should understand that this is a 
measure of fairness to them and 
their families. The official depu- 
tized to this work has no option 
and no alternative but must com- 
ply with tlie law as stated and de- 
fined to him.

May 
27.—(Correspond- 
ence.)—Public 
nurseries, 
patterned 
after those in operation in so many 
of the poorer districts of cities in the 
United States, are being 
opened 
in 
many parts of England under the au- 
spices of the ministry of 
munitions. 
Babies whose mothers are 
munition 
workers are cared for in these institu- 
tions. 


Mothers working by day bring their 
babies to the nursery every morning 
and call for them in the evening. 
In- 
fants whose mothers are 
on night 
work remain from 
Sunday evening 
until Saturday morning. 
Twelve cents 
a day is paid by mothers for each 
child, and 14 cents is contributed by 
the ministry of munitions. 


One of these nurseries in the Lon- 
don area is very well fitted up. 
Here 
the children 
are divided 
Into two 
classes—babies and toddlers from two 
to five years of age. 
The 
toddlers' 
nursery is on the ground floor and is 
the democratic chamber where there 
is common ownership 
of 
miniature 
furniture and playthings, and an at- 
mosphere of genial, 
almost riotous, 
companionship which is lacking in the 


upper chamber, where infants luxuri- 
ate in pink-lined cots. 


When the babies arrive each morn- 
ing they are bathed and put unto their 
cots with a bottle of solace. 
Each 
toddler, before being set down to play, 
is invested 
with a 
pretty 
nursery 
dress, its own clothes being carefully 
put away in a numbered bag. 


The dietary is: 
Lunch at 10 a. m., 
hot milk; dinner at noon, soui\ fish 
or eggs, and pudding; tea at 4 o'clock, 
cocoa, bread 
and butter and 
syrup. 
Each child is given hot milk in the 
evening before it is taken home. 


There is an isolation room for chil- 
dren who appear to be ailing, and a 
spacious sleeping room 
for the 
tiny 
tots who only see theii- mothers 
at 
week-ends.

Mr. Stockdale. who spoke from per- 
sonal contact with retail merchants in 
every section of the country, made the 
point that the wise advertiser will not 
expect his advertising to do more than 
advertising naturally should—that all 
the other elements of efficient busi- 
ness management and efficient selling 
must be present to make advertising 
the splendid investment it should be. 


The speaker declared customers of 
stores had often said to him, in his 
lecture v/ork, that merchants did not 
hook up their advertising with other 
selling forces as they should. 
He told 
of a meeting of a woman's club in an 
Iowa city during 
which one woman 
said she would rather go shopping at 
a time when the stores were very busy 
for the clerks did not have time to get 
the goods back on the shelves, thus 


giving her an opportunity to see what 
the stores had. 


At this morning s session, also. Wil- 
liam H. Ingersoll, N>\v York city, told 
of the work tlie Associated Advertis- 
ing clubs is doing for retailers through 
the provision of cost accounting sys- 
tems.

TO STRENGTHEN LEG MUSCLES

Here is a 
flrst-rate 
exercise for the 
muscles of the thighs and the lower part 
of the body. 


Stand erect with the hands on the hips. 
Raise the right leg in front as high aa 
you can, bending the knee. 
Hold (he 
right foot there five seconds; then drop 
it; then raise It again, fully six times. 


Then do the same thing with the left 
foot. 
This calls at once on the muscles 
across the abdomen, aiding the stomach 
and other vital organs there directly in 
their work. Here is another: 


Raise the foot behind as high as the 
knee; then return it to the floor, and BO 
continue giving each foot equal work to 
do. 
The under thigh, hip, and loin are 
now in action; and when later on they 
become strong, their owner will find how 
much easier It Is to run than it used to 
be, and also that 
it has become more 
natural to stand erect. 


It will be observed that there Is nothing 
severe or violent in any of these exercises 
that I have been suggesting—nothing that 
old or young m»y not take with like ad- 
vantage.

LEONARD'S BOXING LESSONS. 


Practice for Speed to Become Boxer, Says World Champion.

It would be a good thing for everybody 
to devote a half hour or so each day to a 
short run of a mile or two. or a few games 
of handball. 
It will prevent you from 
puffing when climbing a hill or walking up 
the stairs of a big city tenement house. 


After acquiring wind and stamina, it is 
time to give attention to the art of box- 
ing itself if you are out to improve your 
general health and be physically fit. 


My advice to those desirous of learning 
to box is to master scientific boxing be- 
fore attempting to "knock 'em dead." 


If the reader will glance over my record, 
he will notice that for the first two years 
of my career knockouts were scarce. 
I 
did not knock them out and 1 did not try. 
I was contented with winning on points. 


During this time 1 might have attracted 
more attention if I had thrown science to 
the winds and just tried for a knockout. 
But I was contented to make slow, sure 
progress. 


I devoted all my time to developing Into 
a fast and clever boxer. 1 knew the fate 
of the slam-bang artists. 
I was pretty 
well satisfied with the features of my face 
and wanted to be a different looking fel- 
low from those sluggers who have gone 
through so many battles. 


And I am glad to say I have succeeded. 
Clever boxing means high speed boxing. 
To get speed you must do a great deal of 
shadow boxing. 
Imagine you are boxing 
with the champion. 


Don a pair of mlts and tackle the cham- 
pion. 
Box him and then slug with him. 
Work as If you were really In a battle. 


Duck occasionally and jab and uppercut 
as often aa you would In the ring. 


This i^ a wonderful way of learning the 
art of attack. 
Plenty of shadow boxing 
properly conducted will make the same 
kind of boxer of you In the ring as In the 
gymnasium.

a k i n g money is the great Amer- 
ican game. 
Hitting balls thrown 
by baseball pitchers is about tho 
easiest way of getting into 
the 
great 
American game of money making that is 
open to the average American youth. 


Indeed, baseball is the only occupation 
at which a very young man can make 
any considerable amount of money. 
It is, 
therefore. Important to the young man. 
Yet he has never bean instructed in hit- 
4 ting baseballs. 
A few, a very few, of 
them pick up the faculty of hitting nat- 
urally. 
About 90 per cent of them never 
do learn to hit a baseball correctly. 


They spend some eighteen years edu- 
cating a boy to be a lawyer, a doctor, 
etc. 
Great technical schools are at his 
disposal. 
It takes at least seven or eight 
years to St a young man to make a de- 
cent 
income 
in any 
commercial 
line. 
There are schools to help him. 
There 
ire schools for everj'thing but 
baseball. 
Music, art, everything but baseball. 
Yet 
a boy from IS to 27 
can 
make 
more 
Boney playing oaseball than in doing any 
ither thing. 


Baseball is lacking in proper explana- 
llon 
and 
instruction. 
Tennis, 
cricket, 
llK:tball are all well written. 
The tech- 
Blaue of golf is wonderfully well under- 
Itood and beautifully written. 
Many fine 
minds have lent themselves to studying 
and to explaining golf. 
It is the best- 
rrltten game extant. 
Cricket is a!:o well 
Written. 
Its technique is explained. 
Fine 
fcirds, 
university 
men, 
have 
written 
cricket, golf and tennis. 
Also rowing a n l 
ewimming. 
The technique of 
baseball, 
Uie game most profitable to j'outh, has not 
l««n 
. itten. 
It has 
not 
even 
been 
taught. 


The reai-:on of this is that the better 
•ilnds have not lent themselves to the 
study of baseball. 
This is especially true 
of batting. 
And batting is what makes 
money for the young man. 


Now the "batting" of golf balls is won- 
derfully well understood and still more 
wonderfully explained. 
Scores of 
bril- 
liant analytical minds have written great 
books on hitting golf balls. 
It may be 
n t d that the brightest minds of the last 
century have 
written 
books on 
hitting 
goli balls. 
The Right Hon. Arthur Bal- 
four. former prime 
minister 
of 
Great 
Britain, now head of the British m.ission 
to the United States, has written a fins 
book on golf. 
Mr. Balfour's mind is ad- 
mittedly one of the finest in tho world. 


• o Balfour on golf is about 
equal 
what President Wilson would be on base- 
ball if the president were a fine basebaM 
piayer. 


O!" course, the trouble is that baseball 
ta a game of immature or undeveloped 
minds, while golf, cricket and tennis are 
played 
by 
men 
of 
developed, 
matured 
minds who are capable of studying these- 
games and explaining causes of efiecl 3 
obtained. 


Of course, cricket, golf and tennis are 
hittmg games solely. 
Basebal'. calls for 
fltlding, 
pitching, team play. 
Still there 
i.s no reason why all thet;£> departments 
sl'culd 
not 
be rhoroushiv 
studied, 
an- 
alyzed and espj'ained.

plc.jed in the American "mint game." 


The 
first 
thing a young cricketer 
is 
taught is to take his proper stand at the 
vickel, which is the cricket correlative Lo 
the plate. 


Ko young baseball player is ever taught 
to stand to the plate. He takes and keeps 
his own stand, which :s usually wrong. 


When he takes his stand, the young 
ciicketer is taught to "play" or ' block " 
ballB. 
That 
is a part of cricKet 
with 
Vshich we need bave no deaUng here. 
It 
IS not appUcable in baseball save in «jo 
far as tiuntir.g goes. 
I 
have 
always 
thought the hrsi 
thiiig that should 
be 
ti'.ught a young baseball player is how to 
bunt. 
It is the eiisicst tinner to do MI 
b-iittng, yet few player.s tan ao it well. 


A man who has played cricKet can al- 
v.ay.s bunt a basenall. 


Getting to our mutton, which is "lining 
tl'om out." the young <;ricketer is taught 
trree caminal point»; 


To "pnH" .1 oa'i pitched on the inside 
or" the WiCket (piHte). 


To drn e a b.Tli pitched in the middle of 
the. \\ic!;ef 
íplüfc). 


To i.ut a ball pitched on the outside of 
i;-"^- v.-icket (rbitfi). 


While conditions oi baseball demand a 
niodifii^iifion of these cri.-'ket rules, 
the 
principle;-' applj with equal force. 


L nconi-ciously gof)d baseball men have 
ni-'ipifd these rules which govern cricket 
hitting. 


Speaking of Rome young player, a man- 
BRe.' paid, the other day; 
"He is a cor-

That's "cricKet" and correct hitting! 
To be sure, the baseball batter has not

Let us begin with the "stance," 
tho 
•^ai. 
The cricketer always stands 
with 
his forward foot and shoulder well in to- 
ward;, the wicket, which we shall here- 
after know as "plate" for convenience. 
Thit a vital, the fundamental 
principle 


of all batting. 


Stand with your front foot and shoulder 
in to the plate. 


Why? 
Because it prevents your commission r.f 
the mortal sin known to baseball men'.is 
"stepping away ' from the plate. 


It gives you better command of 
the 
pitched ball, especially of the curve and 
of the low ball on the outside. 


We 
might 
declare 
the lesson 
closed 
here. 
Once you get the correct stance 
you have learned 90 per cent of every- 
thing that is to be learnt about hitting. 


Take the correct stand and you will hit 


If 
you 
possess 
the 
requisite 
eye 
and 
pc;wer. 


•Stance' the Last Word. 


I can't lay too much stress on the prop- 
er stance in baseball. 
As in cricket and 
above all, in golf, it means everything. 


You may note that practically all the 
gieat hitters take this stance. 
Speaker, 
Jackson, admittedly two of the greatest 
hitters baseball has ever seen, are per- 
fect illustrations of this point. 
Jackson'.s 
stand at the bat is. natural and perfect. 


There have beer.' notable 
exceptions 
Groh of Cincinnati, a good hitter, 
as- 
sun^es the exact opposite position. 
Groh 
stands beside ihe plate, with his face full 
to the pitcher, his front foot away from 
the plate. 


But Groh "switches" his position as tho 
pitcher winds up to deliver the ball and 
assumes the correct hitting position, with 
the front foot In towards the plate. 


Lajoie, in a lesser degree, 
does 
tho 
same thing. 
Lajoie does not face away 
from the plate as does Groh, and he shifts 
to a truer position as the pitcher winds 
up. 
This shifting of position gives a bat- 
ter one great advantage; he moves with 
tho ball. 
That is, no matter where the 
bal- is pitched, he moves to be In a po- 
sition to hit It. 


To accomplish this successfully a bat- 
ter must have a very good eye. 
Stepping 
around in the bo.x while hitting handicaps 
perfect vision of the ball. 


Yet It is true that all batters should 
move a little; that is, take more than the 
hitting "step when meetlpg the ball. 


Speaker 
sometimes 
takes 
two 
little 
steps forward as 
the 
pitcher 
pitches. 
Jackson practically does the same thing. 
"Shoeless Joe" stands close to the plate. 
As tho pitcher winds up. Jackson 
will 
sueak his right (the front) toe In until 
it touches the corner of the plate. 
Ha 
takes his hitting step from that position. 


I have always 
believed 
In 
Speaker's 
style. 
It Is perfection. 
He shifts to the 
pilch quite as thoroughly as Groh or La- 
joie. and does it with much less demon- 
stration. 


However, we are speaking of keeplns 
thi* front foot and shoulder in to the 


riate. 
That 
is 
the 
Important 
thing. 
There 
are 
many 
modifications 
of 
this 
proper stance, but the Important 
thin« 
for the young player to get into his mind 
is that his front shoulder should be well 
into the plate and his back half turned 
to the belt level, as ho gets ready to hit. 


If he establishes himself in this stance 
the modifications will come naturally and 
will not detract from his effectiveness. 


The second great thing to remember !s 
to hold your bat well behind you, about 
the belt level, as you get read to hit. 
Speaker Is a perfect example of this. 


Don't hold your bat at tho shoulder. 
If 
you hold it there, you can't be 
ready 
when the pitcher delivers, and you chop 
down on a ball instead of "leveling" on 
it. 


Hold the bat behind you, across the 
eyes of the crou~^ched catcher. 
It help.'i 
you and handicaps the catcher. 


There are three cardinal hitting point.'; 
In baseball, the shoulder, the belt, the 
knee. 


When you have your bat at the belt you 
cover one vulnerable point and are equi- 
distant from the other two. 


If you hold your bat on your shoulder 
you cover one hitting point and are far 
away from the other two. 


Then holding your bat behind, at tho 
belt line, you will be more likely to ac- 
complish 
that 
important 
thing 
known 
as a "level" swing. 
Next to stance and 
hclding your bat behind you, the level 
swing 
is 
most 
Important. 
Many 
men 
who violate all rules of stance and step 
hit well because they maintain a "level" 
swing. 


"Leveling," of course, means 
hitting 
with a sweet, clean motion In a straight, 
horizontal line. 


Gives Greater Power. 


It is Important 
that 
the bat 
stroke 
should 
be perfectly horizontal 
because 
the horizontal stroke gives most power 
to the blow. 
It Is direct^ while all other 
contacts must be "glancing" or Indirect. 
Holding the bat at the belt gives you the 
best 
chance to hit horizontally at 
tho 
best 
ball for hitting 
"a 
groover,," 
the 
"groove" being at the belt. 


If you hold the bat at tho belt you can 
more readily drop it a trifle to hit a low 
ball or elevate It a trifle to hit a high 
balL 
If you hold the bat at your belt 


you are in the center of the enemy*« al- 
tacl. and can move to protect either flank. 
If you hold your bat on your shoulder 
you have to drop it a long way to pro- 
tect 
the plate from an attack at 
the 
kiiee. 
Then 
you 
lose 
the 
desirable 
"level" and chop down instead of hitting 
horizontally through the ball. 


Now you have your stance, your grip 
and your bat position. 
All that remains 
to be done is to let him pitch. You ar« 
ready. 


Now he pitches! 
Remember two mor* 


things: 


Keep your eye on the ball. 
Do not hit too hard. 
By keeping your eye on the ball I do 
not mean to look a t the entire sphere. 
That won't do. 
Try to pick a little dot 
o'l the exact center of the ball and hit It. 


In other words, try to see the stitches 
as they come to you. 


Golfers do not hit at the entire golf 
ball. 
They keep their eyes on the exact 
point where they wish to make a con- 
tact and hit, not the ball, but the exact 
point they aim at. 


When hitting a baseball, concentrate on 
the e.xact point you wish to hit, which 
is 
of course, the exact center of tfl« 
ball. 
Concentrate on that. 
Keep your 
eye on it. Don't ever take your eye off It. 


Lots of major league players, good hit- 
ters, take their eyes off the ball as they 
hit. 
Tnis is especially true of low balls. 
Very often a player will take his eyes 
off the ball yet hit it hard and safely. 
But it is much better batting to keep 
Ih*» eye fast to a certain spot on the ball 
until the contact with the bat is accom- 
plished. 


Be a quick hitter. 
That means that 
you will pull most "balls" pitched In the 
center or inside the plate. The virtue of 
"pulling" is that it is the most natural 
and most powerful stroke in baseball bat- 
ting. 
You can put 
more body 
Into 
a 
"pulled" ball than Into a driven or "cut" 
ball. You drive or cut with the arms and 
wrists. 
When you pull you put every- 
thing you have into It. 


Quick hitters have a great advantage 
over slow hitters. 
I know many hard 
hitters who lose from half to two-tWrds 
of the force of their swing by hitting late, 
that is, letting the ball meet the bat be- 
fore 
the 
swing 
attains 
its 
full force. 
Konetchy of Boston is a noted exampl® 
of this type of late hitter. 
A powerful 
man. 
Konetchy 
hits a terrifically long 
ball. 
But he starts his swing late. Files, 
a sure sign of late hitting, are the result. 


There are certaip balls which you can't 
pull, a fast ball, outside the plate, for in- 
stance. 
That sort of ball you must cut 
to right field. In that case you hit, lata, 
with the arms and wrist. 


There are, of course, many modlflca- 
tkns 
of 
these 
fundamental 
batting 
strokes. 
These will come with experi- 
ence and practice. 
You will find that 
some pitchers are hard to hit when you 
tske 
a 
full swing. 
Then 
you 
must 
shorten your bat and your swing and 
"chop," as players call It. 
Change of 
pi.ce will bother any hitter, I do not caro 
hoAV great. 
When a pitcher has a good 
change of pace, hitting him 
safely Is 
largely a matter of luck. 
Yon may guess 
tho pace and hit It hard. 
But it wUl aU 
bo mostly guesswork. 


However, if the young player remem- 
bens to stand with his front foot and 
shoulder well In to the plate, to hold hi« 
hands together as closely as Is posslbls 
on the bat, to hold the bat horisontal 
at the belt line, to not hit too hard and 
to keep his eye on the ball 
and 
hit 
quickly, he will have a great advantage 
ovei his fellows who do not know the«* 
fundamentals of hitting baseballs and iff 
making money.

Thecouponsarepayable^ttheTreasuryDepartment, Washington, D.C., or any of its sub-Treasuries.. Any bank will accept 
them at maturity at their face value without deduction. 


Q. 
Would you advise the sale of Municipal, Railroad, Corporation or other bonds and a re-investment in the "Liberty Loan?'* 


A. 
No, provided you can arrange with your bank to make you a loan with which to purchase some of the "Liberty Loan." However, 
if your banker will not thus accommodate you, your conscience will be free to liquidate them in the open market for the purpose 
of assisting your government at this time. 


Q. 
What is the estimated wealth of the United States, iand what debt may our government incur with Safety? 


A. 
Our government's wealth is computed today at approximately $250,000,000,000, and we could increase our debt by $35,000,000,- 
000 before we would equal the war loans made by Great Britain to date. There is virtually no limit to which the United States 
can afford to create an indebtedness to bring about a successful conclusion of the cause we are fighting for. 


Q. 
When will these bonds be listed? 


A. 
They will probably be listed on the Stock Exchange as soon as their sale has been completed and an announcement made by the 
Treasury Department to that effect. This is not an important factor, however, since the few houses who specialize Government 
Bonds act as a clearing house or market for virtually 99% of all the transactions made in Government Bonds. 


Q. 
Can the banks obtain assistance from the Federal Reserve Banks for the purpose of making loans to their subscribers who wish 
to buy the "Liberty Loan?" 


A. 
The Federal Reserve Bank, of Chicago, has offered to give a preferential rate to any of its member banks, or through them to the 
state banks, when they desire to pledge Government Bonds as collateral attached to such notes as they wish to rediscount. Al- 
though the period of life of such loans is limited to 15 days, a reasonable amount of renewals may be expected, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Federal Reserve Bank. 


Q. 
Can I get my money back any time? 


A. 
U. S. Government Bonds are always salable in the open market and in every case of the present outstanding bonds the holders 
have had many opportunities to sell the bonds they have owned at higher prices than they originally paid for them when based 
upon the price at which the government originally offered the bonds for sale. 


Q. 
Can I use the bonds to pay bills, if necessary, the same as I use currency? 


A. 
No. When you purchase the bond you loan your money to the government with the knowledge that the government promises to 
return it to you at a specified date. If in the meantime you wish to avail of the money you invested in the bond, it must be sold 
whereby you will receive in cash its market value.

ing associations of all counties having 
agents and also from the counties near 
Allen county who are without agents. 
Six county agents were present 
and 
four presidents. 


Adams County. 


The report of M. H. Overton, agent 
of Adams county, follows: 
"A feeding 
demonstration was started on one cf 
the favms 
in the county and the value 
of three different rations for pork pro- 
duction will be compared. 
One lot of 
pigs was placed in a dry lot and will j 
be fed a ration of corn alone. 
A sec- 
ond lot will receive a balanced ration 
of corn and tankage in a d.'y lot. 
A 
third lot will receive corn and tankage 
on clover pasture. 
The pigs in the 
three different lot« were weighed 
at 
the beginning 
of the 
demonstration 
and accurate recoi'ds will be kept of 
the three different lots and the amount 
of feed consumed by each lot month- 
ly; also the gain made by the l espec- 
tive lots. 
When the hogs are ready for 
m a r k e t early next fall, a demonstra- 
tion meeting will be held on the f a r m 
where the 
demonstration 
h a s ' been 
Tunning.

Near Humansvllie Sheriff Will Webb 


and his party, trying to spirit the pris- 
oners to safety, were overtaken Sun- 
day morning by a few men from 
Springfield, who had traveled in mo- 
tors cars, and Piersol and Cletus Ad- 
ams were subjected to a grilling that 
is said to have left them their lives 
only as a result of the nerve of Piersol. 
The sheriff apparently made no resist- 
ance to having his prisoners taken 
from him when the Springfield men 
promised him no harm would be done 
the suspects unless they confessed to 
complicity in the baby's death. 


Prisoner Is Cool. 


A rope was placed around Plersol's 


neck and the end thrown over a limb. 
He was assured that he was about to 
die "whether guilty or not," but only 
replied that he hoped "you will tell 
my parents I had nothing to do with 
the abduction or death of the Keet 
baby." 


Piersol and Cletus Adams after their 


return to the sheriffs custody were 
spirited away to the northward, ap- 
parenHy In an effort to have them 
placed on a train that would take them 
to the state penitentiary at Jefferson 
City or the Kansas City jail. 


There was also reports of additional 


arrests in the alleged abduction plots 
that had to do with the kidnaping of 
C. A. Clement, a Springfield'jeweler; a. 
Springfield baby and a. St. Louis muni- 
tions maker, but they lacked confirma- 
tion. 


Inquest Is Postponed. 


The coroner's inquest into the baby's 


death, originally set for today, has 
been postponed until Wednesday. 


The funeral of the baby was set for 


this afternoon from the Keet family 
home and thousands of persons were 
expected to follow the little body to 
the grave. 


The letters sent to Mr. Keet a fter the 


baby's kidnaping the night of May 30, 
were made available today. While the 
contents of the first letter had become 
generally known Mr. Keet followed the 
abductors instructions had kept tho 
last two letters secret- 


Letter Demands Money. 


The first letter received after the 


baby was stolen and which sent the 
father on a drive ovei; the Ozark hills 
•with the $6.000 he was to pay over for 
the return of the infant, said: "We 
sure got your kid don't say anything 
to the police or put in the papers. 
There are three of us and wo want 
$2.000 apiece so It 'will cost you $0.000 
(six thousand) to get him. We got an- 
other picket out so If we can't get this 
from you we can tell them to see 
what wo did to yours."

revealed to outsiders. The third let- 
ter merely had to do with tho route to 
bo taken.

Crenshaw home, where tho baby's body 
was found floating In a. well.

believe that possibly tue baby waa kept 
In tho house until its abductors bo- 
came frightened. All»the letters were 
written. It was declared. In a good 
hand, apparently feminine, with at- 
tempts to dtogulss by mispelllng and 
lack of punctuation.

;$z«d if the response this week to the gov- 
jtenment's call does not arouse the people— 
'all classes of the people to an appreciation of 
the need and a willingness to perform. The 
city and county are yet far from having ap- 
plied for the bonds allotted to this commun- 
ity. 


This is the week of final decision. This is 


the week in which we fail or make good. This 
le the week in which we make our money do 
our bit for the advancement of our cause, for 
the triumph of our arms, for the security of 
our nation. No more than without men can 
wars be fought without money. The govern- 
ment must be made strong with both men and 
money. The youth of the nation has put itself 
down as ready for the call to the colors and to 
the field. It is up to those who cannot serve 
in the line to see that the line is supported. 


Don't get a misunderstanding of this serv- 


ice of money. It is not sordid. It is not con- 
temptible. It is not an evasion but an answer 
to the call of the country for service and it 
can be made with as high a spirit of patriot- 
ism as any other service, for without the 
money that the people have it in their power 
to lend to the government the war cannot be 
carried on. "Wo have done a good deal of 
inarching and cheering and flag-waving and 
declaring our loyalty and devotion. The time 
has come to prove up. The young men who 
' are eligible to service in the army have done 
that. Now let all of us who are denied the 
privilege of that bit register for the other 
'duty, enlist for the service and make the Lib- 
ierty Loan a prodigious national success. 


The government is not asking anybody to 


give his money. It is only asking that the 


i money be lent on the best security in the 


j world at a sound rate of interest. Surely here 
is no call to heroic sacrifice. It is only a call 
to do a perfectly safe but none the less pa- 
jtriotic thing. It cannot be thought that any 
(who are able—and few they are who are not

government will be helpless and the country 
imperiled. 


The war we are in must be won. To lose the 


i war will be to lose vastly more than any pos- 
isible cost of victory. There are many serv- 
: ices that the people of the country must ren- 


> der to make victory certain, but the first and 
most imperative of these is now to put into the 
hands of the government the money without 
which no defense can be made with arms. 


There must be no failure of the Liberty 


Loan. It must be subscribed. It must be 
greatly oversubscribed. The conduct of the 
American people in this crisis is under such 
sharp scrutiny by the German ruling powers 
as it has never been before subjected to from 
any quarter. Kegistratioa for the draft was 
watched with great hope that it might fail 
and its success was viewed with startled mis- 
giving. Prussian militarism believed American 
men would refuse to fight. The Liberty Loan 
is under the same scrutiny. If the result oi 
the government's appeal for money shall be 
to fall short of or but barely to realize it there 
will be rejoicing in Berlin. 


"Nothing to fear. They love their money 


and they love their ease. They will give up 
neither. Their patriotism is mere bombast. 
Their courage is a cheap pretense. Their pro- 
fession of the cause of democracy is a fraud. 
Their concern for the little nations, bleeding 
and crushed, is a ghastly hyprocisy. On with 
the war t Let us wage it now more than ever 


It is hard to find any terms of rebuke that 


seem, to apply to the. people of Springfield, 
Mo., who have shown determination to lynch 
the abductors and murderers of the Kect baby. 


Lynch law and mob justice, as these com- 


monly appear, are stripped of the commonest 
of defenses in this land where the machinery 
of the courts moves with some precision even 
if not always with fair diligence. And there 
is no reason to question that the extreme rig- 
ors of the law would be the portion of those 
who might be proved guilty by the regular 
processes of having committed this unspeak- 
able crime. Yet it is easy to understand and 
appreciate the state of mind into which the 
people of the neighborhood have been stirred 
by the double foulness of this atrocity. 


Child-stealing, of all crimes, is in some of 


its aspects the worst. In some states it has 
been made a capital felony and there is no 
reason why it should not be in all the com- 
monwealths and the rigors of the law en- 
forced. Since murder has been made the 
sequel of abduction in the Springfield case, 
there is no occasion for misgiving as to how 
the crime must be requited if the law can fix 
guilt, and with this reflection the justly heat- 
ed people might cool themselves. But it is 
hard to beg a community of fathers and moth- 
ers to restrain themselves and be patient with 
the law while wretches red with the blood oi' 
an innocent babe and a mother's torn heart 
arc still unwhpit of justice. 


The people of the community have evident- 


ly resolved at least to be sure, for they had 
suspects in their hands and about the neck of 
one of them the halter. Failing to force con- 
fession the mob desisted. That1 is unusual and 
may be snid to the credit of the Missouri men. 
Since first essays of the mob have failed it is 
probable that in any subsequent developments 
the law will be given .1 chance. 


No crime in recent years surpasses the 


Springfield tragedy in wanton and heartless 
atrocity. With miscarriage of their plans to 
extort from the babe's father the price they 
iiad fixed as the infunt's ransom, the kidnapers 
were embarrassed by possession of the child. 
They conly murdered the babe as the readiest 
alternative. Even that seems to add little to 
the devilish villainy of stealingn year-old babe 
from its mother's breast. For it all and to 
each of them guilty the law has no rigor to 
which either justice or mercy can cry hold.

No one 
who stands in need of a permit ought to neg- 
lect this.

If the procedure seems rigorous, those sub- 


jected to it should be patient and thankful. 
The desire o£ Deputy II. W. Mullcr and his 
committee and his assistants is that these ap- 
plications should GO THROUGH at Washing- 
ton. The permits are not issued here. They 
must be passed upon by the federal govern- 
ment. It has been the earnest purpose here 
that no application shall be rejected. That 
is why the examination is thorough.

and were permitted to grow up to for- 
ests in order that they might be hunt 
ing grounds for the privileged few, be- 
longing to the land-owning class. 


As these vast holdings grew greater 


bread became dearer, and no amount 
of effort a,t government regulation of 
price could keep the price of bread 
within the reach of the very poor. The 
people's cry for bread was tho over- 
ture to the bastile and the guillotine, 
the birth-pangs 
of a 
new liberty 


which did away with the great unused 
land holdings. 


The food shortage of the world and 


the problem presented to the United 
States to supply food for the world 
has awakened this country to the fact 
there is sometihng wrong with a sys- 
tem of unlimited private ownership 
which results in nearly half the most 
fertile acres of America lying untllled. 


Why not take over all unsued land 


and cultivate it for the benefit of the 
state? 
This question has come seri- 


ously to the minds of members of con- 
gress struggling with the double prob- 
lem of how to raise food and how to 
raise revenue. 


Tolstoy expressed the belief no rev- 


olution could succeed which did not 
revolutionize ownership of land and 
eliminate the right of an individual to 


• hold land out of use for speculative 


profit. On July 20, 1908, Tolstoy gave 
an interview which was printed In tho 
New York Times in which he expressed 
this conviction: 
"The burning ques- 


tion now," said he, "is the ownership 
of land. Peasants never have recog- 
nized the private ownership of land. 
They say the land belongs to God. 
Leaders of the revolutionary move-

Uncle Harry Tells How War Laws Are Made 


"Tell us about congress passing: the 


new war laws." said Jimmy. "There 
are news dispatches in the paper evpry 
clay from Washington telling about 
what congress Is doing, but wo don't 
know how It works." 


"That is an interesting question. 


Jimmy," answered Uncle Harry. "And 
what you say is true: there is so much 
news about the proposed laws and 
what the congressmen are sayine. and 
what President Wilson wants, that un- 
less a person has made a study of the 
way congress xrorks and how bills are 
passed and made into laws, it is diffi- 
cult to understand much ol tile news 


on the conscription law. didn't they?' 
asked Joe. 


"Yes," said Uncle Harry. "The sen- 


ate and house each passed amendments 
to the bill fixing different age limits 
for conscripted soldiers. 
But that 


would never have done because a bill 
can't become a law until both branches 
of congress have agreed on all partic- 
ulars in a bill and voted their ap- 
proval." 


"Then what do they do?" asked 


Jimmy. 


"The house and senate referred the 


bills to what is known as a 'conference 
committee,' which is composed of 


REFERRED TO A COMMITTEE 


that comes from the national capltol 
these days. But I hardly know where 
to begin." 


"How about the conscription law?" 


asked Joe. 


"A good example," said Uncle Harr' 


"To begin with, the bill was prepared 
and written by officials and army offi- 
cers in the war department and sen- 
ators and representatives who are 
known as 'administrative congress- 
men'—that is, they are strong sup- 
porters of President "Wilson. Then one 
of the senators Introduced the bill into 
the senate and one of the representa- 
tives introduced It Into the house." 


"Then the congressmen discussed it 


and debated about It, didn't they?" 
Bald Jimmy. 


"No, the debating came later," ex- 


plained Uncle Harry- "First the bill 
was referred to the committee on mil- 
itary affairs. All bills, you know, are 
referred to committees, each commit- 
tee being authorized by the rules of 
congress to study and consider cer- 
tain subjects. This is done because 
It Is easier for a few men to get to- 
gether and discuss a bill and make 
tho necessary changes, than It Is for 
a hundred or more, as in tho senate, 
or for several hundred as it la In the 
house." 


"But, Uncle Harry, all the congress- 


men have to discuss a bill and voto on 
It before It becomes a law, don't they?" 
asked H«l«n. 


"Of course," Bald Undo Harry. 


"But the first work of studying tho 
bill and making sure that It la ac- 
cording to tho rules of tho constitu- 
tion, and that It will do what It Is 
supposed to do—In other words, to 
make sure that no mistakes have been 
made- In writing the bill, is always 
dono by the committees composed of 
congressmen bast fitted by experience 
and knowledge to understand tho sub- 
ject dealt with In tho proposed law. 
After a committee has mado what- 
ever changes it thinks arc necessary, 
the bill is referred back to the main 
bodies—that is, the house and the sen- 
ate." 


"But the house and senate (Unagreed 


members of both bodies. This confer- 
ence committee met and discussed the 
bill and the different amendments 
passed by the house and senate, and 
finally agreed on the ages of 21 and 30 
—which was partly what the house 
wanted and partly what tho senate 
wanted." 


"Tou mean the conference commit- 


tee acted as an umpire," said Joe. 
"That's the idea." said Uncle Harry. 


"And finally the bill, as agreed upon 
by the conference committee, was re- 
ferred back to tho senate ami house 
once more, and after some debating, 
was passed by both bodies. That's the 
way all bills are passed, only of course, 
it Isn't always necessary to refer bills 
to conference committees. 
It wag 


though, on tho espionage bill on ac- 
count of tho censorship question, and 
It will be on other Important bills 
passed during the war. as it Is particu- 
larly Important that every question be 
discussed thoroughly and every differ- 
ence of opinion between tho house 
and senate, and the president and tho 
members of congress, settled clearly 
and decidedly before ft. bill becomes a 
law." 


"And after the senate and house 
hare agreed on a bill and a majority 
of the members of each branch of 
congress have voted for It, the bill be- 
come* a law," snld Helen. 
, "Not quite," Bald Uncle Hurry. 
"It 


must bo signed by tho president. Or 
if tho president falls to sign It nnd 
does not return tho bill to congress 
within ten days It becomes a law. and 
If tho president vetoes—that Is, re- 
fuses to sign It—and returns tho bill 
to congress with a written statement 
of his objection to It, and then two- 
thirds of tho members of ench branch 
of congress vote for It, the bill becomes 
a law In aplte of the president's veto.

Wrinkled, his face tanned tho color 


of -lonthftr. his hair iron gray, his 
•v«« aalittxr with thA flro of dominat- 


ing energy. Louis Schloss talks like 
a professor and looks like a bum. 


No more remarkable 
white man 


than Shcloss ever went south of tho 
border. 


The man possesses a fund of knowl- 


edge that Is all but uncanny. He 
quotes the master poets, 
discusses 


logarithms or George Bernard Shaw, 
or tells you tho latest slang all with 
equal facility. Ho speaks three lan- 
guages fluently and understands two 
others well enough to get by. 


A waif of circumstance, the entire 


world has been his homo since tho 
dawn of manhood. From nation to 
nation he traveled, France, England, 
Spain—always drawn by an irresist- 
ible wanderlust, seeking something he 
never could find, a thing intangible 
that even today he cannot define. 


"My mother," he said, "waa a Hun- 


garian, which is the country where I 
was born. The spirit 
of adventure 


came early into my life and it has been 
a constant companion ever since. My 
father was shot when I was a baby. 


"I was taken by my mother, then, 


to Buenos Aires, South America, 
where a wealthy Spaniard fell in- love 
with her, and adopted me. I was sent 
to the English college there, and re- 
ceived an excellent education. 
This) 


is why I speak the 
language well 


enough to act as interpreter." 


During the Spanish-American war, 


Schloss served in the American army. 
When 
the 
Philippine insurrection 


broke out he did remarkable work as 
an engineer. His maps of that coun- 
try were among the first to go on file 
in the United States war department. 


After his desertion he fled to Mexico 


and served in the revolution there. 
Twine he was captured and sentenced 
to death. The last time his life was 
spared by Colonel Esteban Cantu, gov- 
ernor of Lower California, and to him 
he feels the greatest debt of gratitude. 


Standing at attention before 
an 


American officer once more. Schloss 
poured out the strange story of his 
reason for "coming across," as they 
say on the border. 


"I was too close to home," ha said. 


"Kvery morning the American bugles 
called me, and the old flag beckoned 
from tho staff in front of Uncle Sam's 
canip. My duties as interpreter threw 
mo constantly In contact with my own 
people. I couldn't stand It any longer 
—-so I came back home." 


TTpon 
wiring "Washington, 
army 


officials learned that Sc'.iloss' deser- 
tion had been outlawed and he was 
therefore released. 
Immediately he 


went to San Diego to enlist once more 
under the Stars and Stripes. He loft 
a Mexican wffo and his household fur- 
niture "on the other side."

in my life," he said. "It's always been 
a series of adventures, and so it will 
BO, I guess, until I'm through.

Much Water Demanded 
By Human Body for Use 


BY BIDDY BYE. 


Sometimes when consulting the food 


cyclopedia it seems that there is more 
water than any other ingredient in al- 
most every thing we eat. 
This is as 


It should be. however, for the human 
body itself consists of 87 per cent, 
water, which Is constantly evaporating 
and passing away, and must be sup- 
plied again in Just as constant process. 


Authorities say that three and one- 


half pints of water a day are neces- 
sary to tho average person, and those 
who are actU'o workers or are largo 
and healthy of body need more—four 
or five pints daily. Water Is found in 
generous quantities In all food, but i 
great proportion of the amount re- 
quired to flush the system must be 
taken pure or In other beverages. 


One of the most widvly used bever- 


ages on the American table Is coffee. 
It should not be Injurious, would n6t 
bo to very many people. If It were 
made carefully and scientifically. 
It 


Is strange that although good coffee 
Is not difficult to make, a first-class 
cup of coffee is exceedingly rare. 


Bo sure that tho water for coffee 


Is fresh • and clear. 
Long boiling of 


ho water expels tho air and gases and 
makes It flat nnd Insipid. If coffee Is 
rround too coarse, more Is used than 
necessary because in coarso coffee tho 
lavor is not so readily extracted. Have 
our coffee ground like coarso corn- 
meal. 


The main Idea In making good cof- 


'ce Is to extract and retain the caffeine 
and aromatic essential oils without ex- 
tracting tho tannin. The way to ac- 
complish this Is by boiling Just tho 
right length of time. Three minutes 
s better than five minutes. 


After the coffee has been served ns 
beverage the clear, brown llqul 


should bo poured off the grounds Im- 
mediately unless It has been made In 


percolator. Every drop of leftover 


coffee may bo used for delectable and 
nutritious dishes. 


Coffee jelly Is a good dessert. Gola- 


.In is prepared from the skin nnd 
bones of animals and as now made un- 
der tho pure food law is a wholesome 
and valuable food. 


Gelatin Itself Is very nutritious and 


when used with cofToo (which Is a 
light stimulant), sugar and a little 
cream, it makes a nourishing and tasty 
dish. 


Remember that gelatin should not 


i cooked. Put one cup of gelatin on 


the back of tho stove with one cup of 
warm water. Let It heat and dissolve, 
never boil. Add your hot coffee with 
sugar and cream to taste—about a 
pint to this quantity of gelatine. Set 
on Ice to conl.

Pekin, China, June 11.—China's sup- 
ply of human material is one of the 
amazing possibilties of the tvar. 


Her man power, for the most part 


untrained, is practically inexhaustible. 


China has today 63.000,000 men ot 


fighting age, of whom at least 40,000,- 


000 are physically 
fit for service— 


more than all the other nations now 
engaged in combat. 


Once China decides to cast her lot 


with the foes of Germany, the allies, 
if they so desired, could draw hordes 
of men from this tremendous reservoir 
and train tlvem for battle. 


Competent officers would be needed 


to drill these millions as they know 
nothing of modern warfare. They are 
naturally brave, however, and after 
proper training would, military ob- 
servers agree, do their part heroically 
on the firing line. 


The Chinaman makes in many ways 


an ideal soldier. He Is strong physi- 
cally and can endure many hardships 
without complaint. Disease has little 
terror for him. He can get along on 
simple food and little of it. 
He ia 


obedient and amenable to discipline. 
He has proved his heroism and cour- 


age in many tests when the odds were 
against him. 


Besides this untrained raw material 


China has an army of 400,000 men 
and 
300,000 reserves, which with 


necessary equipment could be used in 
modern warfare. 


China's entrance into the war with 


the allies would probably win her an 
important advantage in the cancella- 
tion ot the Boxer indemnities, which 
she has 
been paying 
to European 


powers since the Boxer rebellion. 


The indemnities total $30,000,000 


annually and run for forty years, mak- 
ing the final sum over a billion dol- 
lars. 
If China could relieve herself 


of this burden it would be an immense 
help 
in her 
problem of 
national 


finances. 


The United States, one of the na- 


tions granted indemnity, waived the 


claim and by so doing won tho lasting 
friendship of the Chinese.

Purpose in the Great 


War. 


NO INDEMNITIES; 


NO ANNEXATIONS 


United States Has Only as 


Its Objects the Free- 


dom of World. 


Washington. 
June 11. — President 


Wilson, in a communication to the 
hew government of Russia, has made 
plain the war aims of the United 
States and its position on "no annexa- 
tions; no indemnities." 


"No territory must change hands 


except for the purpose of securing 
those who inhabit it a fair chance of 
life and liberty." says the communica- 
tion. 


"No indemnities must be Insisted on 


except those that constitute payments 
for manifest wrong-doing. 


"No readjustments of power must 


be made, except such as will tend to 
secure the future peace of the world 
and the future welfare and happiness 
Of its people." 


In unmistakable terms, President 


Wilson declares against Germany's 
proposal to restore the "status quo" 
before the war. 
"tl was the status quo ante out of 


which this iniquitous war Issued forth." 
he says, "the power of the imperial 
German government within the empire 
and its widespread domination and in- 
fluence outside of that empire. 


"That status must be altered in such 


fashion as to prevent any such hideous 
thing from ever happening again." 


Text of the Message. 


The president's communication was 


delivered to the Russian government 
by Ambassador Francis at Petrograd. 
In full it is as follows: 


"In view of the approaching visit of 


the American delegation to Russia to 
express tho deep friendship of tho 
American people for the people of 
Russia, and to discuss tho best and 
most practical means of co-operation 
.between the two peoples to a success- 
ful consummation. It seems opportune 
and appropriate that I should state 
again. In the light of the new partner- 
»hlp. the objects the United States has 
had In mind In entering the war. Those 
objects have been much beclouded 
during the past few weeks by mistaken 
and misleading statements, and tho 
Issues at stake are too momentous too 
tremendous, too significant for tho 
whole human race to permit any mis- 
interpretations or misunderstandings. 
however slight, to remain uncorrected 
for a moment. 


"The war has begun to go against 


Germany, and in their desperate desire 
to escape the Inevitable ultimate defeat 
those who are in authority in Ger- 
many are urging every possible instru- 
mentality. are making use even of the 
Influence of groups and parties among 
their own subjects to whom they have 
never been Just or fair or even toler- 
ant, to promote a propaganda on both 
sides of tho sea which will praservo 
for them their influence at home and 
their power abroad, to the undoing of 
the very men they are using. 


Tho Position of America, 


"The position of America in this war 


Is so clearly avowed that no man can 
be excused for mistaking It. She seeks 
no material profit or aggrandizement 
of any kind. Sho is fighting for no 
advantage or selfish object of her own, 
but for the liberation of peoples every- 
where from the aggressions of auto- 
cratic force. 
The ruling classes In 


Germany have begun of late to pro- 
fess a, like liberality and justice of pur- 
pose, but only to preserve the power 
they have set In Germany and the sel- 
fish advantages which 
they 
have 


grongly gained for themselves 
and 


their private projects of power all the 
way from Berlin to Bagdad and be- 
yond 
Government after government 


has 'by its Influence, without open 
conquest bv its territory, been linked 
together in a net of intrigue directed 
against nothing less than the peace 
and liberty of the world. The meshes 
of that intrigue must be broken, but 
cannot be broken unless wrongs al- 
ready done are undone; and adequate 
measures must be taken to prevent it 
from .ever again being rewoven 


ns Never Be Possible Again. 


"Of course, the imperial government 


of Germany and those whom it is using 
for their own undoing are seeking to 
obtain pledges that the war will end 
in the restoration of the status quo 
ante 
It was the status quo ante out 


of which this iniquitous war issued 
forth, the power of the imperial Ger- 
man government within the empire 
and its widespread domination and in- 
fluence outside of that empire 
That 
status must ba altered in such fashion 
as to prevent any such hideous thing 
from ever happening again. 


"We are fightng for the liberty, the 


self-government, and the undictated 
development of all peoples, and every 
feature of the settlement that con- 
cludes this war must be conceived and 
executed for that purpose. 
Wrongs 


must first be righted and then adequate 
safeguards must be created to prevent 
their being committed again. 
Wo 


ought not consider remedies merely be 
cause they have a pleasing and sonor- 
ous sound. Practical questions can be 
settled 
only 
by practical 
means. 
Phrases will not accomplish the result. 
Effective readjustments will; and what 
ever readjustments are necessary must 
be made. 
"But they must follow a principle 


and that principle is plain. No people 
must be forced under which it does not 
wish to live. No territory must change 
hands, except for the purpose of se-

Liluakalini. 


WANTS TO SEE HIM 


BEFORE SHE DIES 


He Became Friend of Fa- 


mous Ruler Through 


Her Secretary. 


Dr. J. Chris O'Day, former well 


known physician of Fort Wayne, has 
been called to Honolulu by Queen Ltl- 
iuokalani. former ruler of the song- 
historic Hawaiian Islands. She is very 
feeble and among her last important 
wishes is that Dr. O'Day come to Hon- 
olulu, where once he served as her 
physician. He now lives at Portland, 
Ore. 


Fort Wayne friends have just re- 


ceived word from Dr. O'Day and his 
family that they are leaving at once 
for Honolulu that they may again look 
in life on Lllluokalani, now nearing 
the day of her ''Aloha Oe." 


Some years ago Dr. O'Day was a 


partner of Dr. Miles F. Porter, sr.. of 
this city. During a. recent visit to In- 
diana the O'Days were guests of the 
Porters. 


In tho '90's Blackford county awak- 


ened to an oil boom and Dr. O'Day. in 
partnership with his brother and Rob- 
ert Hartley, struck it rich in both 
leases and production. Tho wealth 
thus acquired enabled tho young physi- 
cian to continue his studies and he was 
fortunate enough to have opportunity 
for study under Dr. John E. Murphy, 
tho noted Chicago surgeon. 


Dr. O'Day's next move was into Eu- 


rope, where he worked in some of the 
best hospitals and universities. All 
this prepared him for a busy profes- 
sional life, and he returned to Amer- 
ica to become a teacher of surgical 
pathology In West Penn Medical col- 
lege in Plttsburg. 


Goes to Hawaii. 


Dr. O'Day's next move was into the 


northwest, and it was in 1908 that the 
Hawaiian fever struck him and his 
family. Tho Hoosior physician, with 
his wife .and throe daughters, sailed 
away to Honolulu for a supposedly 
brief visit. They lingered there for 
three years. 


While Queen Lllluokalani was In 


Washington on one of her periodical 
visits'to seek restoration of her so- 
called "crown lands" of Hawaii, her 
secretary. Joseph Ale, who had ro- 
malnoed at home to look after her af- 
fairs, became seriously ill. Dr. O'Day 
was in Honolulu and was called by a 
friend to attend Mr. Ale. The former 
queen's secretary was near to death 
and sho was summoned to hurry homo 
in order that the matters In his keep- 
ing might be adjusted before his death. 
Instead of dying, however. Mr. Ale was 
nursood back to health by Dr. O'Day, 
and when the former queen stepped 
from tho homebound ship among the 
first to greet her was her secretary. 
Qucon Lllluokalani expressed deep 
gratitude to Dr. O'Day and when, a few 
weeks later, she suffered Indisposition 
herself, tho Hooaier physician was 
summoned to her bedside. She recov- 
ered her health and asked that Dr. 
O'Day remain in Hawaii that he might 
attend her when tho need came. 


Dr. O'Day could not stay, however. 


He has the Hawaiian spell so strongly 
Imbedded In his heart that he makes 
frequent returns to the land that "The 
Bird of Paradise," the ukulele and the 
hulahula. girls have made famous.

Covenant of Free Peoples. 


"And 
then the free peoples of the

The brotherhood of 
mankind must no longer be a fair but 
empty phrase; it must be given a struc- 
ture of force and reality. The nations 
must realize their common life and ef- 
fect a workable partnership to secure 
that life against the aggressions of au- 
tocratic and self-pleasing power. 


"For these things we can afford to 


pour out blood and treasure. For these 
are the things wo have always pro- 
fessed to desire, and unless we pour 
out blood and treasure now and suc- 
ceed we may never be able to secure 
it or show conquering force again in 
the great cause of human liberty. The 
day has come-to conquer or submit. If 
the forces of autocracy can divide us, 
they will overcome us; if we stand to- 
gether, victory is certain and the lib- 
erty which victory will secure. 
We 


can afford then to be generous, but 
we cannot afford then or now to be 
weak, or omit any single guarantee of 
justice ana security."

PLAN ANNOUNCED FOR GETTING ALL "ALIEN 


ENEMY" APPLICATIONS SIGNED UP THIS WEEK 


There are still a number of peo- 


ple who should have permits but 
•who have not made application. 
To accommodate them. an exten- 
sion of time has been arranged 
for. The time has been extended 
to Saturday. June 16, 12 m. 


Attorney General Gregory, at- 


torney general of the tJnlted 
States, has issued instructions 
that any alien enemy found In a 
forbidden area after June 16,1917, 
without a permit or in violation of 
the terms of his permit, is liable 
to summary arrest and detention. 


The law is set forth in Regula- 


tion No. 4 of the president procla- 
mation dated April 6, 1917, which 
declares that: 


"An alien enemy shall not ap- 


proach or be found within one- 
half mile of any federal or state 
fort, camp, arsenal, aircraft sta- 
tion, government or naval vessel, 
navy yard, factory, or workshop 
for the manufacture of munitions 
of war or any of the products for; 
the use of the army or navy." 


An alien enemy is any male Ger- 


man over 14 years of age who has 
not taken out and liad granted to 
him his second papers of citizen- 
ship; also any male of said age 
who has declared his Intention to 
accept allegiance to Germany. 
Subjects of Austria, Turkey and 
other countries are not considered 
a-s alien enemies, since war has 
been declared only on Germany. 
In case of doubt, confer with the 
special deputy marshal or one of 
his assistants. 


The prohibited zones In Fort 


Wayno and Allen county are zones 
"A" and "B" ns shown on the map 
published hi all the Fort Wayne 
daily papers of Juno 8,1917. Zone 
"A" Is the large zone extending 
east and west across the city. Zone 
"B" Is that zone whcUi extends 
over lakeside proper and tho 
Wayno OH Timk district. Boun- 
dary lines do not Include- the 
streets upon which they are drawn. 
The street upon which a boundary 
line runs shall be considered as 
bclns outside of the zone. This 


map is official. Every "non-dtl- 
citizen German" should procure a 
copy of tills map and preserve It 
for reference. It should be pre- 
served until Regulation No. 4, this 
law, is no longer hi force and ef- 
fect. 


No blanket permits may be is- 


sued. Only in cases of most abso- 
lute necessity is the marshal priv- 
ileged to issue single permits for 
more than one zone. 


Permits will not be required 


from alien enemies who. without 
alighting, pass through forbidden 
acreas as passengers in, or em- 
ployes of common carriers. 
A 


steam car or elcctri«»car. street or 
mterurban, is a common carrier. 


The following are exempt from 


the provisions of Regulation No. 4: 


Ministers of the gospel. 
City liremen. 
Church goers in the actual go- 


Ing to and from tlieir regular 
church services. 


To gain advantage of this ex- 


emption alien enemies falling 
within one of the exempt classes 
must get certificates of exemption 
from the special deputy marshal. 


Authority to include going to 


and from cemeteries In above 
exceptions has been asked for. 
Sec later instructions. 


There are no charges connected 


with tho Issuing of permits, except 
that applicant must have three 
photographs of himself. 


Any one of the assistant special 


deputy United States marshals 
will be glad to answer questions 
and extend courtesy and assistance 
to you, as will also any member of 
tho special deputy's committees. 
(These arc listed below.) 


Orders .received .from T. W. 


Gregory, attorney general of tho 
United States, are that a failure of 
an applicant to report to tho mar- 
shal or deputy any charge of ad- 
dress or to give up a permit when 
called on to do so renders him lia- 
ble to summary arrest and deten- 
tion. AH enemy aliens must bring 
Into this office any and all fire- 
arms, dangerous weapons or dan- 
gerous Instrumcntllltlcs. 


The office of the special deputy 


United Suites marshal is located 
in the federal court rooms on the 
second floor of tho Fort Wayno 
postofflce building. 
The office 


will bo open tho coming week at 
the following hours: 9 a. m. to 12 
a. m.; 1:30 p. m. t£> 5 p. m., and on 
Tuesday. Friday and Saturday 
nights from 8 to 9 p. m. 


The procedure required in ob- 


taining a permit is not only a pro- 
tection to the government of tho 
United States and the national in- 
terests, but It is designed as well 
to protect and safeguard tho alien 
who Is loyal to tho United States. 
Other countries would deport or 
Intern enemy aliens. Tills coun- 
try in true conformancc to the 
spirit of democracy of this nation, 
and knowing full well that there 
arc but few of the so-called aliens 
but what arc loyal to the United 
States, has made this wise provi- 
sion by wiUch you can get permis- 
sion to go about your usual em- 
ployment and maintain your pres- 
ent homes. Tills law makes no 
Imputation of enmity or suspicion. 
It merely safeguards all, including 
you. 


You owe it to yourselves to take 


care of this matter today. This Is 
your opportunity and your last 
opportunity to provide against a. 
restriction which will be hard, 
may be embarrassing and which 
undoubtedly would conflict wiUi 
your usual affairs and put you un- 
der much stress. 


Tliis law secures to you the un- 


molested enjoyment of your cus- 
tomary freedom of activity as you 
had it before the war. Such resi- 
dents of Fort Wayne and Allen 
county as arc affected by this law 
should understand that tills is a 
measure of fairness to them and 
their families. The official depu- 
tized to this work has no option 
and no alternative but must com- 
ply with the law as staled and de- 
fined to htm.

a. day Is paid by mothers for each 
child, and 14 cents is contributed by 
the ministry of munitions. 


One of these nurseries in the Lon- 


don area is very well fitted up. Here 
the children 
are divided 
into two 


classes—babies and toddlers from two 
to five years of age. The toddlers' 
nursery is on the ground floor and is 
the democratic chamber where there 
Is common ownership 
of miniature 


furniture and playthings, and an at- 
mosphere of genial, 
almost riotous, 


companionship which is lacking in the 


upper chamber, where infants luxuri- 
ate In pink-lined cots. 


When tho babies arrive each morn- 


ing they are bathed and put unto their 
cots with a bottle of solace. 
Each 


toddler, before being set down to play, 
is invested 
with a 
pretty nursery 


dress, its own clothes being carefully 
put away in a numbered bag. 


The dietary Is: Lunch at 10 a. m.. 


hot milk; dinner at noon, soup, fish 
or eggs, and pudding; tea at 4 o'clock, 
cocoa, bread and butter and syrup. 
Each child is given hot milk in the 
evening before it is taken home. 


There is an isolation room for chil- 


dren who appear to be ailing, and a 
spacious sleeping room for the tiny 
tots who only see their mothers at 
week-ends.

They arc most useful to baseball pur- 
poses, for they are all unconsciously em- 
ployed in the American "mint game." 


The first thing a young cricketer Is 


tnKght is to take his proper stand at the 
wlcfent. which is the cricket correlative to 
the- plate. 


No young baseball player is ever taught 


to stand to the plate. He takes and keeps 
his own stnrirl. which is usually wrong. 


"When he takes his stand, the young 


cricketer is taught to "pUy" or "block- 
bolls. 
That Is a part of cricfiet with 


which we need t'.ave no dealing hero. It 


TS not applicable in baseball save in so 
far as hunting goes. 
I have always 


thought the nrst thing that should be 
taught a young basehaU player is how °n 
hunt. 
It*is the easiest thin« to do fn 


baiting, yet few players c.in no it well. 


A man who has played-cricket-cnn al- 


ways hunt a baaebnll. 


Getting to our mutton, which is "lining 


tl-em out." the young cricketer Is tnught 
three c.irainnl points:

Let us begin with the "stance," tho 


-iat. 
The cricketer always stands with 


hi? forward foot and shoulder well In to- 
wj;rdh the wicket, which we shall here- 
after know as "plate" for convenience. 
This a vital, the fundamental principle 


of all batting. 


Stand with your front foot nnd shoulder 


in to the plate. 


Why? 
Because it prevents your commission, of 


thti mortal sin known to baseball men .ia 
"stepping away" from the plate. 


It. gives you better command of tha 


pitched ball, especially of the curve nnd 
of the low hall on the outside. 


We might declare the lesson closed 


here. 
Once you get the correct stanca 


you have learned 00 per cent of every- 
thing that Is to be learnt about hitting. 


Take the correct stand and you will hit 


If 
you 


power. 


•Stance' the Last Word. 


I can't lay too much stress on the prop- 


er stance in baseball. As In cricket and 
above all. in golf, it means everything. 


Tou may note that practically all tho 


great hitters take this stance. Speaker, 
Jcckson, admittedly two of the greatest 
hittf.rs haschnll has ever seen, are per- 
fect illustrations of this point. Jackson's 
stand at the bat ia natural and perfect. 


There have been notable 
exceptions 


Gioh of Cincinnati, a good hitter, as- 
sumes the exact opposite position. Groh 
stands beside the plate, with his face full 
to the pitcher, his front foot away from 
thu plate. 


But Groh "switches" his position as tho 


pitcher winds up to deliver the ball and 
assumes the correct hitting position, with 
tho front foot in towards the plato. 


Lajole, in a. lesser degree, does tho 


same thing. Lajoie does not face away 
from the plate as does Groh. and he shifts 
to a truer position as the pitcher winds 
up. This shifting of position gives a bnt- 
ter one great advantage: he moves with 
the ball. That Is, no matter where the 
bal- is pitched, he moves to be in a po- 
sition to hit It. 


To accomplish this successfully a bat- 


ter must have a very good eye. Stepping 
around in the box while hitting handicaps 
pt-rfect vision of the ball. 


Yet it is true that all batters should 


move a little; that is. take more than the 
hitting step when meeting the ball. 


Speaker sometimes takes two little 


steps forward as the pitcher 
pitches. 


Jackson practically does the same thing. 
"Shoeless Joe" stands close to the plate. 
As the pitcher winds up. Jackson will 
sneak his right (the front) toe in until 
it touches the corner of the plate. 
Ha 


takes his hitting step from that position. 


I have always believed in Speaker's 


style. It Is perfection. Ho shifts to the 
pitch quite as thoroughly as Groh or La- 
Joie. and does it with much less demon- 
stration. 


However, we are speaking of keeping 


th- front foot and shoulder in to the 


tlntc. 
That is tho Important thing. 


There are many modifications of this 
proper stance, but the important thinw 
for tho young player to get into his mind 
is that his front shoulder should bb well 
into the plate and his back half turned 
to the belt level, as ho gets ready to hit. 


If he establishes himself In this stance 


the modifications will come naturally and 
will not detract from his effectiveness. 


The second great thing to remember Is 


to hold your hat well behind you, about 
the belt level, as you get read to hit. 
Speaker is a perfect example of this. 


Don't hold your bat at the shoulder. If 


you hold it there, you can't be ready 
when the Ditcher delivers, and you chop 
down on a ball instead of "leveling" on 
it. 


Hold the bat behind you, across the 


eyes'of the crouched catcher. 
It helps 


you and handicaps the catcher. 


There are three cardinal hitting points 


in basflball. the shoulder, the belt, the 
knee. 


When you have your bat at the belt you 


cover one vulnerable point and are equi- 
distant from the other two. 


If you hold your bat on your shoulder 


you cover one hitting point and are far 
away from the other two. 


Then holding your bat behind, at the 


belt line, you will be more likely to ac- 
complish that important thing known 
as a "level" swing. Next to stance and 
hcldlng your bat behind you, the level 
swing is most Important. 
Many men 


who violate all rules of stance and step 
hit well because they maintain a "level" 
swing. 


"Leveling," of course, means 
hitting 


with a sweet, clean motion In a straight, 
horizontal line. 


Gives Greater Power. 


It Is Important that the bat stroke 


should be perfectly horizontal because 
the horizontal stroke gives most power 
to the blow. It Is direct, while all other 
contacts must be "glancing" or Indirect. 
Holding the bat at the belt gives you the 
best chance to hit horizontally at tho 
best ball for hitting "a groover," the 
"groove" being at the belt. 


If you hold tho bat at the belt you can 


mere readily drop It a trifle to hit a low 
ball or elevate It a trifle to hit a high 
ball. If you hold the bat at your bolt 


you arc In the center of the onomy*» ol«_ 
tncl- and can move to protect either flank. 
If you hold your bat on your shoulder 
you have to drop It a long way to pro- 
tect tho plato from an attack at the 


Then 
you losa- the desirable 


"level" nnd chop down Instead of hitting 
horizontally throush tho ball. 


Now you have your stance, your Rrip 


nnd your bat position. All that remain* 
to bo done Is to let him pitch. Tou ara 
rosdy. 


Now ho pitches! Remember two mor* 


things: 


Keep your eye on the bait 
Do not hit too hard. 
By keeping your eye on tho ball I do 


not mean to look nt the entire sphere. 
That won't do. Try to pick a little dot 
o-i the exact center of tho ball and hit it 


Ir. other words, try to »eo th« stitches 


as they come to you. 


Golfers do not hit at the entire «olf 


hall. They keep their eyes on tho exact 
point where they wish to make a con- 
tact and hit. not tho ball, but tho exact 
point they aim at. 


When hitting a bnscball, concentrate on 


tho exact point you wish to hit, which 
Is. of coursa, tho exact center «f the) 
ball. 
Concentrate- on that. 
Keep your 


eye on It. Don't ever take your oy« off It. 


I^ots of major league players, good hit- 


ters, take their eyes off the ball as they 
hit. This Is especially true of low balls. 
Very often a player will take his eyes 
off the ball yet hit It hard and safely. 
But It is much better batting to Keep 
th» eye fast to a certain spot on the ball 
until tho contact with the bat is accom- 
plished. 


Bo a quick hitter. That means tns.1 


you will pull most "halls" pitched In th« 
center or insido tho plate. Tho virtue of 
"pulling" Is that it is the most natural 
and most powerful stroke In baseball bat- 
ting. 
You can put more body Into A 


"pulled" ball than Into a driven or "cut" 
ball. You drive or cut with the arm* and 
wrists. When you pull you put every- 
thing you have into it. 


Quick hitters have a great advantage 


over slow hitters. I know many hard 
hiMors who lose from half to two-thirds 
of the force of their swing by hitting late, 
that is, letting the ball meet tho bat bo- 
fcro the swing attains its full force.- 
Konetchy of Boston is a noted example 
of this type of late hitter. A powerful 
roan, Konetchy hits a terrifically long 
ball. But he starts his swing late. File's, 
a sure sign of late hitting, nre the result. 


There are certain balls which you can't 


pull, a fast ball, outside the plate, for In- 
slanee. That sort of ball you must cut 
to right field. In that case you hit, late, 
•with the arms and wrist. 


There are, of course, many modifica- 


tions 
of 
these 
fundamental battlne 


strokes. 
These will 'come with experi- 


ence and practice. 
You will find that 


some pitchers are hard to hit when you 
toko a full swing. 
Then 
you must 


shorten your bat and your swing and 
"chop," as players call it. 
Change Ot 


pr.ce will bother any hitter, I do not caro 
how great. When a pitcher has a good 
change of pace, hitting him eafoly Is 
largely a matter of luck. Tou, may guess 
the paca and hit it hard. But it will all 
bo mostly guesswork. 


However, if the young player remem- 


bers to stand with his front foot and 
shoulder well in to the plate, to hold his 
hnnds together as closely as is possible 
on the bat, to hold the bat horizontal 
at tho belt line, to not hit too hard and 
to keep his eye on tho ball and hit 
quickly, ho will have a great advantage 
ove» his fellows who do not know then 
fundamentals of hitting baseballs and flt 
making money.

Because " the money derived from it will be dedicated to the cause of human liberty throughout the world."., (Secretary of the 
Treasury, May 17,1917.) The issue was thus christened by Mr. McAdoo. 
If one purchases bonds what assurance has he that the bonds will be paid? 
The faith and credit of our government is irrevocably pledged to meet the obligation. It has a record of reducing its debt 66|% 
within the last 50 years, which record has never been equaled by any country in the world. 
What is the money to be used for? 
To meet expenditures for prosecuting the war and to extend credit to our Allies among the foreign governments, and for general 
offensive and defensive preparedness for several years to come. 
Will the bonds be good collateral? 
Yes, any national, state, savings bank, or trust company should accept these bonds as collateral security at practically 100% of 
their face value.

Payments for $50 and $100 bonds may be made immediately and interim certificates of a Federal Reserve Bank will be issued 
therefor. In the case of larger subscriptions, payment in full cannot be made until after allotment, which will be on or about 
June 28. All bonds will be dated June 15,1917, and interest will accrue only from such date or in case installment payments 
are made the 3V2% will accrue from the date of such payments. 
Where can I cash the coupons? 
The coupons are payable at the Treasury Department, Washington, D. C., or any of its sub-Treasuries.. Any bank will accept 
them at maturity at their face value without deduction. 
Would you advise the sale of Municipal, Railroad, Corporation or other bonds and a re-investment in the "Liberty Loan?" 
No, provided you can arrange with your bank to make you a loan with which to purchase some of the "Liberty Loan." However, 
if your banker will not thus accommodate you, your conscience will be free to liquidate them in the open market for the purpose 
of assisting your government at this time. 
What is the estimated wealth of the United States, and what debt may our government incur with Safety?

U. S. Government Bonds are always salable in the open market and in every case of the present outstanding bonds the holders 
have had many opportunities to sell the bonds they have owned at higher prices than they originally paid for them when based 
upon the price at which the government originally offered the bonds for sale. 


Can I use the bonds to pay bills, if necessary, the same as I use currency? 
No. When you purchase the bond you loan your money to the government with the knowledge that the government promises to 
return it to you at a specified date. If in the meantime you wish to avail of the money you invested in the bond, it must be sold 
whereby you will receive in cash its market value.

Report is Made by Various 


Agents in Northeastern 


Indiana. 


The weekly reports of the various 


county agents in northeastern Indi- 
ana to Purdue university tell of the 
progress that the farmers in this sec- 
tion are making. A. J. Hutehins, of 
Allen county, told of the organization 
of county agents of northeastern Indi- 
ana formed for the purpose of dis- 
cussing topics of interest to all. 


"It was decided to 
hold regular 


monthly meetings and to invite in the 
presidents of the County Better Farm- 
ing associations of all counties havin? 
agents and also from the counties near 
Allen county who are -without agents. 
Six county agents were present and 
four presidents. 


Adams County. 


The report of M. H. Ovcrton, acent 


of Adams county, follows: "A feeding '. 
demonstration was started on one i:t 
the farms In the county and the value 
of three different rations for pork pro- 
duction will he compared. One lot of 
pigs was placed In a dry lot and will 
be fed a ration of corn ulonc. A sec- 
ond lot will receive a balanced ration 
of corn anil tankaso in a d.-y lot. A 
third lot will receive corn and tankage 
on clover pasture. The pigs In thu 
three different lots wcro weighed at 
the beginning of the demonstration 
and accurate records will be kept of 
the three different lots and the amount 
of feed consumed by cuch lot month- 
ly; also the (tain madr by the ro»»et:- 
tlve lots. When the hogx arc ready for 
market early next fall, a demonstra- 
tion meeting will be held on the farm 
where the demonstration has been 
running.
